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Christmas is the season of rejoicing. 
It is the time when Christians gratefully 
remember the gladness of a few—the 

shepherds, the Wise Men, 
Christmas the angels—at the coming of 
and the Saviour. 
Prophecy But the birth of Christ 
seems to be the end of a 
long period of silence on the part of 
God. The Old Testament is full of di- 
vine revelation and sublime promise. 
Suddenly the Old Testament ends and 
a great stillness falls upon the world. 
Approximately four centuries pass, and 
suddenly there is a short series of events 
which result in the presence on earth of 
the Eternal Son of God. 

But now the discovery is made that the 
historical events of the opening chapters 
of the New Testament were prophesied 
events in the Old Testament. Therefore, 
Christmas itself has a double relation- 
ship to prophecy. It is at once the ful- 
fillment and the guarantee. 

This is planned as an editorial and not 
as a full length article, so we cannot 
set down the parallel scriptures showing 
the prophecy and its fulfillment. But 
they are there, and in such number and 
exactness that the law of probability says 
they could not possibly be a series of 
coincidences. 

The apostle Peter speaks of “a more 
sure word of prophecy.” God’s Word is 
always sure. With God there is no com- 
parative degree to “sure.” Everything 
He says is exactly right, and exactly and 
forever true. No doubt the apostle is 
thinking of our side of the matter in 
using the term “more sure.” That is to 
say, prophecy has had its endorsement 
and its confirmation. Christ endorsed it 
and events have confirmed it. 


So as we look at the birth of our 
blessed Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ, 
we see not only His grace in incarnation 
and humiliation, but we see His seal to 
prophecy. As prophecy has been ful- 
filled, even so it will be. There may seem 
to be silent years and quiet centuries, 
but God is neither indifferent nor negli- 
gent. In His thinking there is the full- 
ness of time for everything. Remember, 
“but when the fullness of time was come, 
God sent forth his Son.” 

Do not be impatient, Christian. Be 
not in ignorance of the prophecy which 
is “a light that shineth in a dark place.” 
But do not forget that times and sea- 
sons are in His hands, not yours. We do 
not wish and wait. We work and wait.

“Every prosperous civiliza- 
tion has a tendency to sur- 
round itself with a halo of false splendor;

sun in the heavens. It creates in its 
own behalf a diseased kind of public 
opinion; which will not hear of any 
higher standard than its own; which 
will not allow attention to be called to 
great sores or wounds, although they may 
threaten its very life; which cannot be- 
lieve that so much activity and success 
will be followed by decay, judgment, dis- 
solution, ruin. Such a public opinion 
is a formidable power, reacting upon and 
shaping the private opinions which con- 
tribute to create it; not merely when 
it is to a great extent healthy and sound, 
but when it is misguided and mislead- 
ing.”

“My husband and I were

of it until we, because of my husband’s 
unemployment in 1932, went to ——-_—, 
where he finally found work. 

“We were not young any more, but in 
the church we found new friends among 
the members and in the pastor. He was 
a man of God, true to the Word of God 
in his preaching and teaching. He was 
a Moody Bible Institute graduate, he 
told us. It was the first time we had 
heard of the Institute, or had had a 
man from there, but we liked him and 
his preaching. 

“Among the members of the church 
with whom we became more than just 
acquainted, was a family living not far 
from where we had settled. Besides the 
husband and wife, there were three 
daughters in the family, all three con- 
verted while still in their early teens. As 
they finished high school, one after the 
other went to Chicago to the Institute to 
train for work in the foreign field. When 
they came home during vacation or on 
holidays, they would tell me of their 
work, the school and their assignments. 
I became well acquainted with M.B.I. 
through them. 

“Then my husband passed away very 
suddenly, leaving me alone. It was a hard 


blow; I don’t know how I could have 
lived through those days but for the love 
of God and the help of these dear 
friends. 

“At that time the youngest of the girls 
was still home, waiting for her appoint- 
ment to the foreign field. She would 
often come over to visit me. Once she 
brought with her a magazine, telling me 
of an article in it she thought I might 
like to read. When she had gone, I 
read it. How well she knew what I 
needed! Comfort I had not found in 
anything else, I found in it. Peace came 
to my heart and mind. It gave me the 
assurance of a day when I again should 
see my departed husband; it explained to 
me that after all, he was just a step 
ahead of me and now with Christ. It 
was with a heart full of thanks I greeted 
my young friend when she called again, 
telling her of the help she had brought 
me in the magazine. Two weeks later a 
copy was brought me by the mailman, a 
gift subscription from her. 

“I am back here in my old hometown. 
Again I attend the church where so 
many years ago I became a child of 
God. But it is not the same now as 
then. Many of the older members I 
knew so well have passed away. There is 
a new minister at the church. He likes 
to give the old gospel a new and modern 
approach, as he puts it. I wish he would 
not. I do not understand him, but then 
I am old and poor and do not count for 
much. Sometimes I get lonely, discour- 
aged, and sad, but not for long. I re- 
member the help I received once, when 
I was heartbroken, so I reach for my 
Moopy MontuHiy, the magazine that in 
my deepest sorrow brought me comfort, 
and I read of God’s wonderful love for 
me and of His Son, Jesus Christ, my 


Saviour.” 


“Anyone can do easy things. It takes 
men of daring, courage, and faith in 
God to tackle hard jobs. We dare not 

quit like so many did in the 
A first World War. I went 
Walking through it and know what 
Church happened. When the work 

got tough the professional 
evangelists quit and the churches sub- 
stituted war work for evangelism. 

“Uncle Sam has not yet rationed walk- 
ing. One woman walked four miles to 
come to our meeting last night. That is 
one way to overcome tire and gas ra- 
tioning. Some may refuse to walk to 
church, but the church must not refuse 
to walk to them. This is just what our 
type of evangelism provides. It is the 
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need of the hour and the answer to our 
problems. We always did believe that 
God’s way to reach the multitudes was 
through a witnessing church—not 
through sensational methods or evan- 
gelists. The business of the church is 
not to wait for sinners to come to Christ, 
but rather to take Christ to the sinners. 
The true leader is the one who can place 
this responsibility on the saints, and then 
inspire them to take the good news to 
every creature.”—From a letter to the

“I will never leave thee, nor forsake 
thee.” 

Have you ever noticed the two special 
things the apostle says about these af- 
flictions: “For our light affliction, which 
is but for a moment, worketh for us a 
far more exceeding and eternal weight 
of glory” (II Cor. 4:17). 

He says they are “light” as to weight, 
and “for a moment” as to length. God 
measures them two ways—as to content 
and duration. And this God is our

The succesful businessman of the fu-

Ministers and other Christian workers 
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should watch trends in order to decide 
what alterations, if any, are needed in 
present methods of work. For instance, 
the decreased use of cars should bring 
new opportunity to neighborhood 
churches. Canvass the neighborhood 
with the reminder that Sunday is for 
the church as well as for the home. The 
downtown church will have an increased 
problem, but it should feature in its ad- 
vertising the location of convenient bus 
and street car service. 

Here is an idea we believe workable 
with long-lasting results. Make much 
of Bible study classes in homes. A 
church might well designate one night 
in the week as “Bible study night,” with 
several classes operating in various neigh- 
borhoods. 

The Correspondence School of the 
Moody Bible Institute is operated with- 
out financial profit to anyone, so we 
feel it is proper to make this suggestion. 
Write the director concerning the class 
plan of Bible study. This plan doesn’t 
require a teacher for the class. A leader 
can do the work just as well. 

One of the incentives is a certificate 
given by the Moody Bible Institute upon 
completion of the course. But the great- 
est values are in spiritual growth and 








knowledge of God’s Word. Let’s not 
moan and sigh because our work is diffi- 
cult. Let’s open our eyes to new fields 
of service through new methods of get- 
ting out the same old message.

Founder’s Week Conference 


The annual Founder’s Week Confer- 
ence held at the Moody Bible Institute 
has become an event of national impor- 
tance. It is not without significance that 
last year the aggregate attendance was 
above seventy thousand. 

War conditions bring uncertainties as 
to what the attendance may be this 
season.

NYONE who says there is peace on 
earth today must sound a bit 
queer. It would be only natural to 
wonder a little at the meaning of 

that divine announcement, “Glory to God 
in the highest, and on earth peace,” 
voiced by a multude of the heavenly host 
when Jesus was born. What has hap- 
pened after all? Must we fall into the 
wistful, half-disappointed conclusion of 
many who feel that this word is essen- 
tially sentimental; a religious ideal that 
has been forced to retreat before the hard 
and cold realities of the world situation, 
and waits, timidly hoping for a kinder re- 
ception in the future? In short, is it true 
that there is today peace on earth, or 
not? One is not satisfied to idealize away 
the meaning of those words, which in- 
deed is but a way of saying they are not 
really true. And yet, how can they be 
true in a world at war? 

With what certainty we may answer 
this question, when we realize that, in the 
meaning which God intended this an- 
nouncement that Jesus Christ came to 
bring peace on earth, these words are lit- 
erally true. There is peace on earth today 
as a result of the coming of our Lord 
Jesus Christ. He did not fail, nor was the 
accomplishment of His purpose post- 
poned because He was “ahead of His 
time.” This war is not upon us because 
Jesus has failed, or God has been dis- 
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appointed in the fruition of His desire for 
the world. Jesus finished the work, and 
the Father has been glorified in the Son. 
The peace that Christ came to bring is 
actually here—not peace between nations, 
but peace between God and sinners who 
merit His wrath, and peace that floods 
the mind and heart of God’s redeemed 
child who learns to trust and obey. There 
is coming, it is true, another day when 
our Lord will bring peace on earth be- 
tween the nations, everlasting peace, but 
this day awaits His second coming. It is 
not promised at His first. 

As far as the nations are concerned, 
Christ announced at His first coming, 
“Think not that I am come to send peace 
on the earth” (Matt. 10:34). But there 
is nothing more real than that other 
peace which Jesus did come to send on 
earth. It is here today, as fresh and vital 
in the experience of those who have 
found it as though no war were raging. 

We must not make the mistake, either, 
of supposing that this peace is to be won 
in withdrawing from the reality of the 
conflicts about us. Many have tried to 
escape reality, only to discover that no 
hermitage, mental or physical, is free 
from the inroads of conscience and con- 


sciousness. No, the peace that we may 
know is not found in running from the 
responsibility of real conditions; rather 
is it to be expected in the midst of the 
conflict. The soldier in the thick of battle 
may have this peace. He does not close 
his eyes to the realities of the battle, but 
he possesses another reality as tangible 
as the conflict, and which the conflict can 
never destroy. He has learned to trust 
the Shepherd who prepares a table be- 
fore him in the presence of his enemies. 

God is eager that you should know 
this peace. His Word makes it very clear. 
Thousands have found it as they have 
considered what God says about it. He 
speaks to us first of

our Lorp JEsus Curist”’ (Rom. 5:1). 
This is the peace that results from be- 
ing saved, the peace of sins forgiven. This 
must be the first step. No life knows 
peace until the sin question is settled and 
things are made right with God. “The 
wicked are like the troubled sea, when it 
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cannot rest, whose waters cast up mire 
and dirt. There is no peace, saith my 
God, to the wicked” (Isa. 57:20, 21). This 
is because God made man for righteous- 
ness and fellowship with Himself. Man’s 
heart can never find peace away from 
God who created him. And this is what 
is meant by wickedness. It does not mean 
that one necessarily is living in many 
great sins, but just that every person has 
a selfish, sinful heart. There is one place 
where we all meet on common ground. 
There is no difference between any of us 
when it comes to what is in our hearts. 
Deep down inside we are all sinners. 
Some have committed more sins than 
others and worse ones, but God does not 
stop with looking at our actions. “God 
looketh upon the heart.” In every heart 


He sec: s sin. It has been there ever since 
we came into the world; it has been there 
to condemn us before the eyes of a God 
so holy that He can by no means clear 
the guilty, and to rob us of peace. In 
ourselves we are wicked, and God says 
of us, “The way of peace have they not 
known” (Rom. 3:17). 

If the wicked do not know the way of 
peace in this present life, what must be 
their awful anguish when they fall into 
the hands of the living God? “Our God 
is a consuming fire” (Heb. 12:29). No 
words can describe the horror that the 
unsaved sinner will know when he dies 
and goes to face God in his sins. “It is 
appointed unto men once to die, but after 
this the judgment” (Heb. 9:27). Thou- 
sands have refused to face the truth of 
the judgment and everlasting punish- 
ment in hell for those who die in their 
sins, but the fact one day will face them. 
Though every man on earth refused to 
believe that. there is an eternal hell wait- 
ing for the unsaved, it would still be true, 
for God who cannot lie has said it. 

If you do not have the Lord Jesus 
Chrisi living in your heart as your Sav- 
iour, the moment your heart stops beat- 
ing you will be plunged into unspeakable 
agony. For all eternity your cry will be, 
“I am tormented in this flame” (Luke 
16:24). When God says, “There is no 
peace to the wicked,” He is speaking of 
the present hour, and of the eternal wail- 
ing and gnashing of teeth in the outer 
darkness of the lake of fire. 

This is why Jesus came. All of us were 
headed for eternal suffering, and then, 
by the grace of God, Jesus came to take 
that suffering in our place. He left 
heaven in order to pay our debt on the 
cross. This is the meaning of His death. 
Death is the penalty for sin, not only 
physical death, but the death that is 
eternal separation from God and His 
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heaven. This death our Lord Jesus Christ 
died for each one of us sinners. Because 
He paid our debt for us, we may be par- 
doned, with every sin blotted out forever, 
if we accept Him and His salvation. 

On the third day, in all the calm maj- 
esty of His person, the Lord Jesus rose 
from the dead and came forth from the 
tomb. He is alive now, “able also to save 
them to the uttermost that come unto 
God by him” (Heb. 7:25). This is His 
invitation to you, “Behold I stand at the 
door, and knock: if any man hear my 
voice, and open the door, I will come in 
to him” (Rev. 3:20). If you will open the 
door, Jesus will do all the rest. But He 
can do nothing for you until you let Him 
in. It is the door of your heart and life 
that you must open to Him. You can 





open it in a moment of time, by a simple 
act of your will, in turning to Him from 
all known sin in your life. Tell Him you 
take Him as your own Lord and Saviour, 
and then thank Him that He has kept 
His promise to “come in to you” and save 
you. He does all the saving the moment 
you turn yourself over to Him and trust 
Him. “As many as received him, to them 
gave he power to become the sons of God, 
even to them that believe on his name” 
(John 1:12). 

What a flood of peace fills the heart of 
the sinner who has just been born again 
by receiving the Lord Jesus! Only those 
who have tasted it know what it is. But 
then, how sad to see some Christians 
who seem to lose this peace in the days 
and years to follow. This need not be, 
for the same Saviour who whispered to 
us when we first accepted Him, “Peace 
I leave with you,” also said, “My peace I 
give unto you” (John 14:27). His peace 
that He gave us, nothing can take away, 
and a Christian need never lose it. 

The peace of salvation introduces us 
into a daily life of 


Fine IN BELIEVING. “Now the 
God of hope fill you with all joy and 
peace in believing, that ye may abound in 
hope, through the power of the Holy 
Ghost” (Rom. 15:13). In the midst of 
the storm that was wrecking the ship, 
Paul could say, “Sirs, be of good cheer: 
for I believe God” (Acts 27:25). This 
world is rocking in the storm. Hopes are 
being blasted and hearts are being brok- 
en, but to the depths of his soul the 
Christian who believes God is still of 
good cheer. And why not? This blessed 
God of ours is still in control. His throne 
is not tottering; our Lord is yet able to 
still the waves and bring a great calm. 
The secret is just to trust Him. 











It is here indeed that we often make a 
great mistake. We have learned that 
peace and all other blessings of the 
Christian life are to be ours only as we 
walk by faith, believing God; and so we 
bend all our efforts to the task of having 
faith. We strive to believe, expecting 
great things of our faith if it can but be 
fanned into flame. What a contradic- 
tion—striving to rest; working to cease 
from our works—and what a disappoint- 
ment inevitably follows. No, it is not by 
our efforts to exercise faith that peace 
comes, but rather by that pathway which 
Hudson Taylor had found when he wrote 
to his sister years ago, “I strove for faith, 
but it would not come; I tried to exercise 
it, but in vain.” Then as the answer 
dawned upon his hungry soul, “But how 


to get faith strengthened? Not by striv- 
ing after faith, but by resting on the 
Faithful One. ‘If we believe not, yet he 
abideth faithful’ (II Tim. 2:13). I looked 
to Jesus and saw (and when I saw, oh, 
how joy flowed!) that He had said, ‘I 
will never leave thee.’” 

How clear and simple and satisfying 
this is! Faith is the result of looking 
unto Jesus. The more we learn of Him 
the more we shall trust Him. Suppose, 
for instance, you were ill in a strange 
place where you were not acquainted 
with a doctor. But then after inquiry you 
called for one to wait upon you in your 
need. You know nothing about him, but 
as he enters your room and undertakes 
your treatment and care, you are im- 
pressed with everything he does. He 
seems wonderfully capable, so that the 
more you observe him, the more at ease 
you become until you are soon perfectly 
satisfied to rest your case in his hands. 
Your faith in the doctor was the simple 
result of knowing him better. 

Do you find it hard to have faith? Look 
away from your faith to Jesus. In Him 
we Christians have the Physician who 
has never lost a case, the Shepherd whose 
perfect care leaves us no want, the Sav- 
iour who is Christ the Lord. The more 
we look at Him in the Scriptures and in 
His ways in our own lives, the more we 
discover that Jesus never fails. As we see 
Him to be utterly trustworthy we trust 
Him, and trusting Him we obey Him, to 
know the refreshing sweetness of an in- 
effable peace as He leads us beside the 
still waters and makes us to lie down in 
green pastures. 

“Simply trusting Thee, Lord Jesus, 

I behold Thee as Thou art; 
And Thy love so pure, so changeless, 
Satisfies my heart. 

Satisfies its deepest longings, 

Meets, supplies its every need; 
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Compasseth me round with blessings, 

Thine is love indeed. 

“Jesus, I am resting, resting, 

In the joy of what Thou art; 

I am finding out the greatness 

Of Thy loving heart.” 

We find a beautiful summary of the 
way God gives us peace in believing as 
we recall the familiar words, “Thou wilt 
keep him in perfect peace, whose mind 
is stayed on thee: because he trusteth in 
thee” (Isa. 26:3). When our minds are 
stayed on the Lord we will trust Him; as 
we trust, He keeps us in perfect peace. 

I doubt not at all that many who may 
read these lines are passing through 
times of great testing and heaviness. It 
is with you in these days as Peter de- 
scribed it, “now for a season, if need be, 


ye are in heaviness” (I Pet. 1:6). Do not 
think that the heavy heart necessarily 
betrays spiritual failure on your part. 
Does not the Scripture say that there are 
times when we need to be in heaviness? 
God’s peace is not a substitute for the 
heaviness, but rather its blessed compan- 
ion, that fastens itself upon our hearts 
more closely somehow than the heaviness, 
and gives us a song at midnight. We are 
never promised a life journey without its 
Marahs, but we are promised a tree—the 
peace of our Lord’s sufficient grace— 
with every Marah. It is spiritual failure 
only to bear the heaviness alone, without 
knowing the peace. 

Does this all seem a bit unreal? The 
Bible is the most practical book in the 
world, and its true meaning would never 
leave us in the vagaries of visionary solu- 
tion to our problems. It never calls us to 
turn from realities and drift off to the 
land of make believe. Your burden is 
very real to you. God would not have you 
try some mental gymnastics to make 
yourself think it less real, but how He 
longs for you to know a peace that is 
just as real as the burden. There is a 
practical means of reaching out with 
your burden to lay hold on God’s peace: 
“Be careful for nothing; but in every- 
thing by prayer and supplication with 
thanksgiving let your requests be made 
known unto God. And the peace of God, 
which passeth all understanding, shall 
keep your hearts and minds through 
Christ Jesus” (Phil. 4:6, 7). 


‘ie PEACE OF BELIEVING PRAYER. 
This peace is God’s practical remedy for 
our deepest needs. In this glorious prom- 
ise we are faced with the choice of meet- 
ing each trouble with anxiety and worry, 
or meeting it with believing prayer. Rec- 
ognizing that each trouble that comes to

From angels bending near the earth, 
To touch their harps of gold: 


us demands this choice might well trans- 
form our lives. Either we let each new 
burden run its natural course of worry 
and care, or instead of worrying we take 
it to the Lord in prayer. Our Lord is tell- 
ing us here to substitute prayer with 
thanksgiving for carefulness, and to do 
this always without exception. The 
thanksgiving is just an expression of our 
faith that all things are working together 
for our good, even this that has come. 

Notice that God does not promise to 
give us peace when He answers our pray- 
er and solves our problems. Of course we 
will have peace then, and that peace we 
could understand; but the kind of peace 
in this verse is peace that passeth under- 
standing. It is peace that would not na- 
turally be there, for the problem still is 
unsolved and the condition that causes 
the heavy heart still exists. God promises 
something much better than peace when 
the prayer is answered. He promises 
peace the instant the prayer of thankful 
trust is offered. How wonderful this is! 
During all the time that the trouble is 
present, God’s peace is a wall around our 
minds and hearts to withstand every as- 
sault of that enemy and keep us’ without 
care. Instead of worrying about it, pray 
about it. Thanks be to God, “prayer 
changes things.” 

The angels were right. There is peace 
on earth today. Jesus is all you need as 
a lost sinner to obtain peace with God 
and be saved. Make sure that you have 
received Him into your heart and life. 
Then learn to walk day by day, trusting 
that same wonderful Jesus to meet all

your needs, to give strength for every 
temptation, and to keep you from falling. 
Pray in His name about everything, 
trusting the faithfulness of God.

“From Whence Come

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HERE are some who say we ought 

to discontinue Christmas and Eas- 

ter. They claim these holidays have 

been devitalized, paganized, com- 
mercialized. They point out that bac- 
chanalian orgies of overdressing, over- 
drinking, overeating have turned these 
two holidays into blasphemous carica- 
tures of their original meaning and im- 
plication. We cannot agree with them. 
We must have Christmas and Easter. We 
need them for our own selves. We need 
them for Christ’s sake. We need them for 
our children’s sakes. 

We need them for our own selves that 
we may stop in the mad rush after mun- 
dane essentials and non-essentials to 
think over again the matchless story of 
the marvelous mercy and grace of God. 
We need the hushing of our minds, the 
heartening of our souls, the hope-filting 
of our lives to be found in the thought of 
God’s great interest in the affairs and 
activities of a storm-tossed world. 

We need these two holy days for our 
children, that we may pass on to them 
the fundamentals, the verities, the eter- 
nal doctrines of our blessed faith. No 
amount of teaching and preaching can 
bring to bear upon a child’s heart and 
mind the old, old story of Jesus, crucified, 
resurrected, enthroned, with half the ef- 
fectiveness that a proper observation of 
these two universal days can give. Christ- 
mas and Easter are the heritage of the 
children of men, to be passed on with 
loving emphasis, tender regard, careful 
retelling, from generation to generation. 

We need Christmas and Easter for 
Jesus’ sake. It is then that He speaks to 
us most realistically, most definitely, most 
dynamically. The awe of the manger, the 
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awfulness of the cross, the awakening of 
the resurrectioin come to us afresh and 
anew, stabilizing our faith, inspiring our 
service, assuring our triumph. Christmas 
and Easter are bound together with in- 
dissoluble bonds. One is impossible with- 
out the other. The humble manger pre- 
cedes the hellish tree. The hateful tree 
augurs the holy tomb. Had Christ not 
come in the flesh; had Christ not died on 
the tree, there would have been no glad 
resurrection morning. At Christmas God 
gave His Son. At Easter, God proved 
Him to be His Son. 


‘. IS NOT ENOUGH, HOWEVER, to 
theorize about these things. It is not 
enough merely to think about them, or 
to sing of them. It is not enough to build 
worship and ceremony around them. 
They must be known. They must be un- 
derstood. They must be believed. They 
must be lived out. May we then, go back 
to that wondrous morning on which 
death met his Nemesis, on which the 
grave was robbed of its sting, on which 
the hope of a world rests. 

The disciples were in a quandary, in 
fearful doubt, in heart-rending, soul- 
troubling uncertainty. The Old Testa- 
ment had not prepared them for any 
such debacle. They had not quite under- 
stood the meaning of their Master’s 
statements when He had warned them of 
His approaching dissolution. Jesus was 
dead, as dead as any other man whose 
heart the Grim Reaper had stopped. It 
was all lost, buried in Joseph’s new tomb. 
Their half-formed hopes, their bright 
dreams, their shining anticipations of a 
glorious kingdom of might and power, 
were gone. They had seen Jesus die. They 
had seen Him taken from the cross and 
buried, a lifeless corpse, in a borrowed

tomb. They had seen the great stone 
rolled up to seal its entrance. They had 
seen the Roman guards patroling their 
beat in front of that stone. This was the 
end. 

After an interminably mournful Sab- 
bath, the women went to the cemetery in 
much the same fashion as men and 
women go to the cemetery today, just to 
pay their respects to their beloved dead. 
There was no thought in their minds of 
the resurrection. They did not come to 
see if Christ had risen. Their amaze- 
ment was beyond telling when they found 
the stone rolled away, saw the angelic 
appearance, heard the message to be de- 
livered to the apostles. 

It is in the message of this angel that 
we find the thought for our sermon. First, 
there is the banishment of fear—“Fear 
not.” Second, there is the inspiration of 
vision—“Come, see.” Third, there is the 
commission of service—“Go quickly and 
tell.”

HERE IS THE banishment of 
the fear of sin, the presence of sin, the 
power of sin, the penalty of sin. Sin is 
still with us. It has crawled its slimy, 
corroding, corrupting, destroying path 
through the pages of history and the 
generations of men. Satan is still on the 
throne of this world. Temptation still 
besets us on every hand. 

The power of sin is unquestionable and 
unanswerable. No amount of man’s tal- 
ent, thought, toil, or tears has been able 
to stem the tide, or stop the encroach- 
ments of the myrmidons of hell. 

The penalty of sin is still hanging like 
the sword of Damocles over the heads of 
the children of men. The fires of the pit 
have never been banked. The decree of 
God has never been repealed. The wages 
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of sin still is death. The soul that sin- 
neth still dies. Hell is still enlarging its 
borders to swallow up the unwary, the 
unfortunate, the unbelieving sinners. 

Jesus came into the world to seek and 
to save these sinners. He came to save 
His people from their sins. He came to 
give His life a ransom for many. In the 
words of Paul, “He was delivered for our 
offenses, and was raised again for our 
justification” (Rom. 4:25). The resurrec- 
tion proved to the disciples, and should 
prove to us, that sin is a defeated enemy, 
that Satan is a conquered foe. 


The resurrection is then the banish- 


ment of the fear of death. Death has 
been the black specter on the horizon of 
every human life. It is so inevitable, so 
unavoidable, so inescapable. It takes the 
young, and it reaps the old. It slays the 
bad, and it kills the good. It is so mys- 
terious, so uncertain. The grave is so 
narrow, so cruel; the earth covering our 
bodies, so clammily heavy. By His resur- 
rection, the Lord Jesus Christ proved 
that death was not the end of the story, 
but the beginning, a great, shining, joy- 
ous, victorious beginning for those who 
are in God through our Lord Jesus Christ. 

When Jesus said to Martha, “I am the 
resurrection, and the life: he that be- 
lieveth in me, though he were dead, yet 
shall he live: and whosoever liveth and 
believeth in me shall never die” (John 
11:25, 26), it might have been the empty 
bombast of some mildly mad philosopher, 
or the vain vaporings of some vapid vi- 
sionary. But when Christ tore the grave 
apart to rise from the dead, the resur- 
rection was a giant amen to these won- 
derful words. Because of this, death 
becomes just one more experience, a re- 
lieving experience, a releasing experience, 
to those who have put their faith in the 
risen Son of God. Fear is gone. Hope 
and victory are on the throne. 

The resurrection is the banishment of 
the fear of the judgment. The Bible is 
specific. “It is appointed unto men once 
to die, but after this the judgment” 
(Heb. 9:27). “For we shall all stand be- 
fore the judgment seat of Christ” (Rom. 
14:10). There is no escape from this 
dread day, no exception, no excuse. “So 
then everyone of us shall give account of 
himself to God” (Rom. 14:12). There are 
our sins, transgressions, iniquities, and 
failures engraved in the archives of glory 
with a pen of iron in letters of flame. 
What are we to do? We have no merit to 
recommend us to the Judge of all the 
earth. We have no method of approach, 
of pleading. We have no means of satis- 
fying the just judgment against us. 
Naked, helpless, hopeless, undone, we 
stand facing our destiny, our doom. 

But, wait, rejoice, give God the grate- 
ful praise! Jesus came! Jesus died! Jesus 
arose! Jesus is on the intercessory throne, 
at the very right hand of God! We who 
are Christians, you who will this hour 
accept Christ as your Saviour, have an 
advocate, a counselor, a pleading barris- 
ter. The Word says so. “We have an ad- 
vocate with the Father, Jesus Christ the 
righteous: and he is the propitiation for 
our sins: and not for ours only, but also 
for the sins of the whole world” (I John 
2:1, 2). The fear of the judgment van- 
ishes; the dread of it is dissipated. The 
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risen Christ, who first died for us, will 
now represent us, will now speak for us, 
will now defend us. 

The resurrection banishes the fear of 
eternity. There is a life beyond the 
grave, an eternal life, unchangeable, 
fixed, and immutable. Our minds tell us 
to the echo of our hearts that there is a 
hell to shun and a heaven to enjoy. But 
how? How escape the torments of the 
damned? How earn, how attain, how ob- 
tain, how retain the joys and bliss of the 
righteous? Philosophy is silenced. Science 
cannot help us. Art stands palsied before 
this eternal problem. 

But, thank God, Jesus has an answer. 
Clear, plain, simple, courageous, inspir- 
ing, uplifting come these mighty words: 
“Let not your heart be troubled: ye be- 
lieve in God, believe also in me. In my 
Father’s nouse are many mansions: if it 
were not so, I would have told you. I go 
to prepare a place for you. And if I go 
and prepare a place for you, I will come 
again, and receive you unto myself; that 
where I am, there ye may be also” (John 
14:1-3). 

The resurrection forever sealed the 
truth of these tremendous words. God 
set His seal of approval on them in the 
open, empty cave. Easter is a proof, a 
presage, a promise of the resurrection 


unto life everlasting of every child of, 


God. Easter is the title deed to the man- 
sion in heaven. Easter is the eternal as- 
surance that even our bodies shall rejoice 
in the Lord. 

Thus the resurrection banishes the 
fear of sin by revealing to us God’s ac- 
ceptance of Christ’s atonement. It ban- 
ishes the fear of death by lifting up be- 


fore us the one who tasted death for 
every man, yet triumphed over this 
enemy. It banishes the fear of the judg- 
ment by giving us an advocate with the 
Father. Finally, it banishes the fear of 
eternity by guaranteeing to us our own 
resurrection and the home eternal in the 
skies.

= IS SECOND, the inspira- 
tion of vision. We need that inspiration. 
We need that vision. Without vision we 
all perish in the quagmire of dullness, in 
the morass of unreality. “Come and see,” 
is the eternal cry of the angel to all the 
ages of men. 

“Come and see” the divinity of Christ. 
Christ is “declared to be the Son of God 
with power, according to the spirit of 
holiness, by the resurrection from the 
dead” (Rom. 1:4). The open tomb au- 
thenticates every claim of and concern- 
ing Jesus. Back yonder, in the Christmas 
story, the angel of the Lord had appeared 
to Joseph, “saying, Joseph, thou son of 
David, fear not to take unto thee Mary 
thy wife: for that which is conceived in 
her is of the Holy Ghost” (Matt. 1:20). 
Joseph’s empty tomb proved the truth of 
the angel’s declaration. Mary had given 
birth to the virgin-born Son of God. 

“Come and see” the truth of Chris- 
tianity. “Moreover, brethren, I declare 
unto you the gospel which also ye have 
received, and wherein ye stand; by which 
also ye are saved, if ye keep in memory 
what I preached unto you, unless ye have 
believed in vain. For I delivered unto you 
first of all that which I also received, how 
that Christ died for our sins according to 
the scriptures” (I Cor. 15:1-3). Other 
systems of theology have been proposed 
for men. Other philosophies of religion 
have been proclaimed by men. Other 
panaceas for sin-sick souls have been 
propounded to men. This was God’s 
theology, God’s religion, God’s revelation, 
God’s cure-all for human ills. The 
Christmas manger confirmed by Easter 
morning are proof positive that God has 
supplied a Saviour, and provided a sal- 
vation. 

“Come and see” the power of God. 
“And what is the exceeding greatness of 
his power to usward who believe, accord- 
ing to the working of his mighty power, 
which he wrought in Christ, when he 
raised him from the dead, and set him 
at his own right hand in the heavenly 
places, far above all principality, and 
power, and might, and dominion, and 
every name that is named, not only in 
this world, but also in that which is to 
come” (Eph. 1:19-21). 

In the Old Testament, when the Lord 
wanted to show a proof of this almighty 
power He pointed to the parting of the 
Red Sea. That mighty miracle was su- 
perseded by this conquest of death, by 
this sundering of the rigid walls of the 
grave on the resurrection dawn. No 
greater demonstration of the omnipo- 
tence of God has ever been witnessed 
than in the garden by Calvary’s hill on 
that morning. Forever after men could 
confidently rely upon Him who proved 
His ability in such a tremendous fashion. 
“Now unto him that is able to do exceed-

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HAT’S in a name? Much in 
every way. The name of Herod 
stands for cruelty; the name of 


Alexander stands for conquest; 


the name of Demosthenes stands for elo- 
quence; the name of Beethoven stands 
for music; the name of Milton stands for 
poetry; the names of Hitler, Mussolini, 
and Hirohito stands for treachery, bar- 
barity, and bestiality.

It was given by the “angel 
of the Lord” (Matt. 1:21). It is a name 
of prophecy (Isa. 7:14). It is a name of 
revelation and of profound significance. 
It gives information as to His essential 
nature, character, and career. It is the 
name “Emmanuel, which being inter- 
preted is, God with us” (Matt. 1:23) .~ 

Please observe it is not Emmanu-ish, 
man with us, but Emmanu-el, God with 
us! The old heresy denied the humanity 
of Christ, while the new heresy denies 
the divinity of Christ. He was both di- 
vine and human. He was the God-Man.

“sitting upon the circle of the earth’— 
distant, separate, remote. It was an an- 
cient example of a modern and foolish at- 
tempt being made in some quarters, to 
defend God for His apparent inability or 
unwillingness to do something in desper- 
ate situations, by placing Him aloof from 
the movements of earth and time. In 
other words, it is the old error of an 
exaggerated or misinterpreted trans- 
cendentalism. 

Of course, our God is transcendent in 
the sense that “my thoughts are not your 
thoughts, neither are your ways my ways, 
saith the Lord. For as the 
heavens are higher than 
the earth, so are my ways 
higher than your ways, and 
my thoughts than your 
thoughts” (Isa. 55:8). But 
this does not mean that 
God is out of reach of man, 
but that man is out of 
touch with God! God has 
not forsaken us, but we 
have forenken God. A transcendent God 
who dwells beyond the possibility of 
man’s knowledge or approach, one who is 
removed from personal interest in the 
affairs of earth and time, is not the God 
of Christianity. “For thus saith the high 
and lofty One that inhabiteth eternity, 
whose name is Holy; I dwell in the high 
and holy place, with him also that is of a 
contrite and humble spirit, to revive the 
spirit of the humble, and to revive the 
heart of the contrite ones” (Isa. 57:15). 

In the first advent of Jesus Christ we 
have the transcendent God becoming 
the immanent God, and in the name Em- 
manuel we have the pledge, the power, 
the peace, and the joy of His abiding 
presence. 

“God with us”’—here is the hope of 
the sinner, the comfort of the sorrowful, 
the inspiration of the servant, the fel- 
lowship in death, and the delectable de- 
light of our heavenly home. 


a IS THE HOPE OF THE SINNER, 

r “the dayspring from on high hath 
visited us, to give the light to them that 
sit . . . in the shadow of death, to guide 
our feet into the way of peace” (Luke 
1:78). This must mean Christ Himself. 
He is called “the Sun of righteousness” 
(Mal. 4:2), “the day star” (II Pet. 1:19), 








and “the bright and morning star” (Rev. 
22:16). All of these are figurative ex- 
pressions, teaching the same grand truth 
that Christ is the light of the world 
(John 8:12), which means He not only 
shows the way to God, but is Himself the 
Way! “Neither is there salvation in 
any other” (Acts 4:12). 

“O Plato, Plato,” cried Socrates, “I 
know God can forgive sins, but I do not 
know how.” The answer to that how is 
to be found in “the Lamb of God which 
taketh away the sin of the world” (John 
1:29). 

Dear friend, Christmas means more 
than reunions, rich and often indigestible 
foods, fun and frolic. It means God has 
visited us in Christ Jesus, and we have 
a Saviour who is able and mighty and 
willing to cleanse, forgive, and guard 
every repentant and trusting soul. The 
Lord is our only hope (Joel 3:16). 


H ERE ALSO IS THE COMFORT OF 
THE SORROWFUL. In His first visit to 
Nazareth after entering His public min- 
istry, our Lord preached a sermon setting 
forth some of the functions of His di- 
vine office.

Listerns oe Fountain, 


Which? 


By REV. EDWIN S. JOHNSON 


For my people have committed two evils: they have 
forsaken me the fountain of living waters, and hewed 
them out cisterns, broken cisterns, that can hold no 


water. 


E who have experienced +the 
thrill of standing on massive 
Boulder Dam, bridging the 


narrow canyon of the mighty 
Colorado, or at Grand Coulee Dam on 
the Columbia with all the potentialities 
of water supply, can hardly force our 
thinking back two thousand years ago to 
the simple life of Bible days. We are not 
confronted with the difference between a 
cistern and a fountain today. We think 
in terms of faucets and hydrants and 
huge dams. 

The traveler in Palestine, however, soon 
learns the value of both cisterns and 
fountains. They are life preservers for 
the people. In a city like modern Je- 
rusalem water is pumped up, through the 
ravines and hills to the city, from wells 
near the Mediterranean Sea level. It is 
a costly procedure, and running water is 
unusually expensive. Even in hospitals 
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—Jeremiah 2:13 


the supply is far from abundant and is 
guarded with care. 

What is a cistern? Simply an arti- 
ficial reservoir for the storage of water. 
Almost every home in the land had one, 
and most do today. There are also the 
large cisterns built by Old Testament 
kings for the defense of Jerusalem in 
time of war, such as the pools of Heze- 
kiah, of Bethesda, and of Siloam. Under 
the temple area are large receptacles for 
water, which are used as wells for 
everyday usages. 

What then is a fountain? Simply a 
spring, bubbling forth crystal clear wa- 
ter. There have been few such foun- 
tains in this arid land between the 
deserts. Only one in Jerusalem proper, 
called the Virgin’s Fount. This gushing 
fountain has for centuries replenished 
the pool of Siloam lower down the valley. 
Riding down the Jericho road from hill-

crested Jerusalem one stops at the Apos- 
tles’ Fountain. Here undoubtedly the 
impetuous Peter and the calmer John 
sat many times as they trudged their 
way up the hot narrow roadway. 


Go BRINGS IN OUR TEXT A 
STARTLING CHARGE against His people 
Israel. He tells them through the 
prophet Jeremiah that they have digged 
themselves cisterns. They have forsaken 
Him, the fountain of living waters. And 
the tragedy is that their cisterns leak! 
They “hold no water.” They are pits 
with false bottoms. The seepage is 
alarming. 

How true of all man-made cisterns in 
the spiritual realm! Man hews and digs 
and fashions. But how empty they are 
in the final analysis! In time of gravest 
need there is no supply. All is empty 
and vain and unsatisfying. 

A number of years ago drought drove 
hundreds of settlers out of certain sec- 
tions of the central California valley. 
The irrigation water supply from the 
snow-capped Sierras was_ insufficient. 
Crops hardly brought seed for the next 
year; cattle had to be sold. At wit’s end, 
my brother borrowed on his last resource 
to sink a well, deep enough to bring an 
artesian flow for his land. Imagine the 
joy as he wrote saying they had struck 
water, and a ten-inch pipe could hardly 
hold the flow. A month later I visited 
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the farm. To my amazement, there was 
no artesian well. “What has happened?” 
I asked. With heavy heart my brother 
told of his dismay when the waters di- 
minished and finally stopped entirely. 
The pipes are now rusting! It was not 
long before he and his family moved with 
heavy losses, as had scores of others 
around him. 

That which had seemed so promising 
vanished into thin air. It was like a 
leaking cistern, empty and unsatisfy- 
ing, dry and disappointing. This is a 


picture of life without God and without - 


Christ. Men have given their all in a 
lifelong search for a satisfying peace. 
They have exhausted every means to 
build structures to fulfill the deepest 
cravings of the soul. They have tried 
and made use of all man’s ingenuity and 
imagination to provide religious systems 
to bring happiness. God says they are 
hewing out cisterns that can hold no 
water. 


As WE READ THE EARLY PART 
of the chapter, we find that God places 
blame on the priests, scribes, pastors, 
and prophets. They had handled the 
law, but had not known God. They had 
transgressed against Him. What a re- 
sponsibility for the watchman on the 
walls of Zion! What a responsibility for 
the ministry to proclaim clearly, with- 
out fear or favor, the unsearchable riches 
of Christ! 

God has only one message for the dis- 
illusioned and discouraged world of to- 
day. It is an invitation to the fountain 
of living waters. “For with thee is the 
fountain of life.” A forsaken God pleads 
with man for his own good. The futility 
of man’s efforts to obtain inward peace 
is contrasted with God’s sure and cer- 
tain gift. “I am come that they might 
have life, and that they might have it 
more abundantly” (John 10:10). “The 
gift of God is eternal life’ (Rom. 6:23). 
“My peace I give unto you” (John 14:27).

Worldly pleasure, worldly fame, 
worldly honor, worldly riches, worldly 
glory—these are his aims. A missionary 
friend of mine asked a group of black 
boys in Africa, “Why don’t you give your 
hearts to Jesus?” Their answer was, 
“Missionary, we’re bound by the glory 
of this world.” This world’s glory! What 
a mirage! 

A friend stood ready to leave for the 
mission field. “But,” said her employer, 
“there’s no money in that kind of a life!” 
Instances could be multiplied to prove 
that money is no gauge to happiness. 
There are spiritual and eternal riches 
for the humblest child of God that the 
proudest multimillionaire has never 
known. Moses esteemed even the re- 
proach of Christ greater riches than the 
treasures in Egypt. 

“Love not the world-system” (I John 
2:15). “Know ye not that the friendship 
of the world is enmity with God?” 
(James 4:4). What do these passages 
mean? Simply that man has been creat- 
ed for a higher purpose, i.e., fellowship 
with God. The god of this world is 
Satan, the archenemy of our souls. He 
lures to the pleasures of sin for a season. 
He makes smooth the path to the cisterns 
of fleshly enjoyment. He never leads 
toward God. And the result is death— 
physical, spiritual, and eternal. 


ik CONTRAST TO THE CISTERNS 
OF MAN’S MAKING, God has provided a 
fountain. “They have forsaken me the 
fountain of living waters.” What a differ- 
ence to drink at the clear, everflowing, 
overflowing fountain! Water carriers with 
their goatskins even today go calling 
through the streets of old Jerusalem to 


sell a glass or a pitcher of water. One 
hardly dares taste this water. The goat- 
skins are filthy. The carrier goes to one of 
these nearby cisterns and fills his goat- 
skin, and then parades his wares 
throughout the streets. It is far from 
appetizing. How different it is then to 
come to Elijah’s fountain near Jericho, 
or to the well of Mary in Nazareth. That 
is comparable to drinking at God's life- 
giving fountain. 

This fountain is the source of all life. 
“Me, the fountain of living waters.” The 
Son of God says, “I am come that they 
might have life, and that they might 
have it more abundantly.” “For with thee 
is the fountain of life” (Ps. 36:9). Only 
God can give life. That is what the sin- 
ner, dead in trespasses and sins, needs 
above everything else. Religious water 
carriers today may come with their 
psuedo thirst-satisfiers, but nothing will 
completely and fully satisfy the deepest 
needs of the human soul except the life- 
giving waters of the fountain of God. 

One day the Lord Jesus was walking 
northward and came to the well of 
Jacob. To the woman of Samaria, who 
was there filling her waterpot, He said, 
“Whosoever drinketh of this water shall 
thirst again; but whosoever drinketh of 
the water that I shall give him shall 
never thirst; but the water that I shall 
give him shall be in him a well of water 
springing up into everlasting life” (John 
4:13, 14). This seemed good to her. It 
was a way of making life easier for her. 
But she did not understand. Springing 
up! Springing up within! “If thou 
knewest: the gift of God, and who it is 
that saith to thee, Give me to drink; 
thou wouldst have asked of him, and 
he would have given thee living water” 
(John 4:10). However, before the inter- 
view was over she had tasted of this 
living water. Her life was changed and 
her life’s purpose was revolutionized.

HE study of the Bible, the Holy 
Word of God, is one of the great 
essential needs of the human race. 
Apart from the Book of books, the 
full knowledge of what the race needs to 
know above everything else, is impossible. 
The Bible is the only supernatural Book 
in existence. In its sacred pages God 
reveals Himself, makes known His attri- 
butes in direct revelation through human 
inspired penmen and also sacred history. 
In its pages the history of man, as the 
offspring of God, by which we mean God’s 
direct creation in the image of God, man’s 
alienation from his Maker and the degra- 
dation and ruin into which it plunged 
humanity, all is made known in the Bible. 
And how marvelously is the story of re- 
demption in and through the Son of God 
told out from Genesis, the book of the 
beginning, to the final capstone, the Book 
of Revelation, with its visions of consum- 
mation! 
In this story of redemption the holy, 
the righteous God reveals Himself as the 
God of love and grace, who reaches down 
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into the depths in which He finds His 
creature, and through which He is en- 
abled to redeem and to lift fallen man 
into the eternal glory of Himself. How 
true that in the Bible we find the highest 
knowledge which man is capable of ve- 
ceiving, the knowledge which any kind of 
research is unable to attain! All human 
needs are met and satisfied in this sacred 
volume. 

Without specifying all the truths made 
known in the Word of God, we state once 
more what has been stated before: the 
Bible gives an unerring forecast of the 
future. It must be so, for its Author, God 
the Holy Spirit, knows the end from the 
beginning. 

Now, what are the results in the so- 
called religious world, if this Book and 
the knowledge it offers are not accepted; 
if it is neglected, belittled, or rejected? 
It all spells disaster. Take, for instance, 
a religious body claiming to be Christian, 
and that body withholds from its mem- 
bership the reading and the study of the 
Word of God, takes the Word of God

away from its adherents. In such a case 
that religious organization loses its right 
to call itself Christian, and becomes the 
mother of spiritual ignorance. 

Take another attitude toward the Bible, 
only too evident in many parts of Chris- 
tendom. Here the Bible is treated as 
common literature; its inspiration is to- 
tally denied; the Book is full of contra- 
dictions; it clashes with what man terms 
science, and it is out of date. To what 
does it lead? Such an attitude leads not 
into light but into darkness. The man 
who denies the absolute authority of the 
Bible has stepped on the road of atheism 
—no God, no Christ, and no hope. Alas, 
countless thousands who call themselves 
religious are marching today along this 
dangerous road, the highway toward the 
eternal loss of the soul. 

But there is another side. Give the 
Bible the place it deserves. Believe in it 
to the end. Bow before it as your highest 
authority. Love and obey it. The conse- 
quences will be untold spiritual blessings. 
This is clearly marked in the history of 
the Church. All the great revivals of the 
past, especially the Reformation move- 
ments, originated in a wholehearted re- 
turn to the Bible and its prayerful study. 


As STATED ABOVE, MANY IN 
CHRISTENDOM have turned away from the 
Bible. The enemies of the Bible are more 
numerous today than they ever were. But 
look at the brighter side. The Bible, as 
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a book, holds the place of the best seller 
still, and in spite of all the enemies of the 
Bible, the Bible is more read than ever 
before. There is more intelligent and 
spiritual Bible study going on in our 
country than at any other time. Bible 
conferences are held in probably every 
state of the Union, and individual 
churches, in large and increasing num- 
bers, are devoting time to weekly Bible 
study. Many towns have interdenomina- 
tional monthly meetings, and a vast 
number of sound books of Bible exposi- 
tion are circulated from one end of the 
country to the other. 

And so the question arises, When and 
how did this remarkable interest in Bible 
study originate, the movement which has 
brought such great blessing from coast 
to coast, not to speak of its influence 
through foreign missionaries in 
many heathen lands? 

During the summer of 1875, 
a few brethren met by agree- 
ment in a cottage, not far from 
Chicago, to spend a week in 
Bible study. There were only 
six, among them Dr. Nathaniel 
West, Dr. James H. Brookes, Dr. 
W. J. Erdman, and Dr. H. M. 
Parsons. The blessing they re- 
ceived during that week was so 
great they decided to meet again 
the next summer. 

The same brethren, with sev- 
eral others, among them Dr. 
A. J. Gordon, of Clarendon 
Street Baptist Church, Boston, 
gathered in fellowship at 
Swampscott, Mass. They had 
difficulty in obtaining a suitable 
meeting place, but finally they 
secured the chapel of the Con- 
gregational church. This was 
during August, 1876. It became 
known that there were Bible 
study meetings going on in the 
chapel, and on the next day the 
chapel was crowded. Once more 
there was much blessing, and 
the brethren were greatly en- 
couraged. The emphasis in these 
services was put on the return of our 
Lord, “looking for that blessed hope.” 
As this great truth was but little known 
and preached, it attracted much atten- 
tion. 

The meetings during the summer of 
1877 were held in Watkins Glen, N.Y., 
with far greater attendance. Then fol- 
lowed the meetings during the month of 
June in 1878, 1879, and 1880. They were 
held in Clifton Springs, N.Y., where a 
well-known sanitarium was located under 
the leadership of Henry Foster, M.D., a 
Bible student. A commodious tent was 
pitched on the grounds. New teachers 
were heard, among them Evangelist 
George Needham. Year after year there 
was an increased attendance and corre- 
sponding blessing. 


Awo NOW, BEFORE WE FOLLOW 
the increasing activities of these beloved 
brethren of fragrant memory, and show 
how they became instruments through 
whom the knowledge of the Word of God, 
especially prophecy, was encouraged and 
disseminated, we call attention to a great 
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conference which was held in New York 
during the late fall of 1878, and in which 
most of these brethren participated. As 
far as we know, it was the first prophetic 
conference held in the United States. The 
date was October 30 to November 1, 1878. 
The place where the conference con- 
vened was the Holy Trinity Church 
(Protestant Episcopal), New York, Dr. S. 
H. Tyng, Jr., rector. The conference was 
suggested and arranged by Dr. Nathaniel 
West, who was at that time pastor of a 
Presbyterian church in Cincinnati, Ohio, 
and the leading addresses were published 
by him in a large volume. 

The call to meet for a clear-cut, biblical 
testimony of the premillennial coming of 
our Lord was endorsed by a large number 
of ministers of the gospel, professors, and 
several bishops. All denominations were

represented—Protestant Episcopal, Re- 
formed Episcopal, Baptist, Lutheran, 
Presbyterian, Congregational, United 
Presbyterian, Reformed, Dutch Reformed, 
and Methodist. Among the signers we 
find the name of the great merchant 
John Wanamaker, of Philadelphia. We 
cannot print all the names attached to 
the call, but mention a few who became 
prominent teachers during the latter part 
of the nineteenth century: Professor 
S. H. Kellogg; Joseph A. Seiss, Lutheran, 
well known by his exposition of the Book 
of Revelation; George F. Pentecost, evan- 
gelist; W. R. Nicholson, bishop of the 
Reformed Episcopal Church; S. H. Tyng, 
rector emeritus, St. George Episcopal 
Church, New York; J. M. Stifler, later 
professor in Crozer Seminary; W. E. 
Blackstone, author of Jesus Is Coming; 
James H. Brookes; George C. Needham; 
H. L. Hastings, editor of The Christian, 
Boston, Mass.; A, J. Gordon; Dr. Duffield, 
professor in Princeton, N.J.; H. M. Par- 
sons, Presbyterian; and Professor Moore- 
head, of Xenia, Ohio. 

The call issued made prominent the 
neglect of prophecy into which the 


Church had drifted and suffered on ac- 
count of it. We quote: 


“When from any cause some vital 
doctrine of God’s Word has fallen into 
neglect or suffered contradiction and 
reproach, it becomes the serious duty of 
those who hold it, not only strongly and 
constantly to reaffirm it, but to seek by 
all means in their power to bring back 
the Lord’s people to its apprehension 
and acceptance. The precious doctrine 
of Christ’s second personal appearing 
has, we are forced to believe, long lain 
under such neglect and misapprehen- 
sion.” 

Here is a concluding paragraph: 

“In view of these facts, it has seemed 
desirable that those who hold to the 
personal, premillennial advent of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, and who are ‘looking 
for that blessed hope,’ should meet to- 

gether in conference, as our 
honored brethren in England 
have recently done, to set 
forth on clear terms the 
grounds of their hope, to give 
mutual encouragement in the 
maintenance of what they be- 
lieve to be a most vital truth 
for the present times, and in 
response to our Lord’s ‘Behold, 
I come quickly,’ to voice the 
answer by their prayers and 
hymns and testimony, ‘Even 
se, come, Lord Jesus.’” 


The conference was greatly 
blessed, and the few brethren 
who started in such a small way 
in 1875 were much encouraged. 
They felt the need of branching 
out, assured that their continued 
testimony of Christ’s return 
would have the full approval of 
the Head of the Church and the 
sanction of the Holy Spirit. 

After having met for three 
years in Clifton Springs, N.Y., 
we find these brethren in 1881 at 
Old Orchard on the coast of 
Maine. Here they rejoiced in a 
still greater attendance. In July, 
1882, they gathered at another 
choice spot. It was on Mackinac 
Island, at the junction of Lake 
Michigan and Lake Huron. This was done 
to make it easier for Canadian Christians 
and those living in the Northwest to 
attend. 

A number of wealthy men in Chicago, 
who were in sympathy with the brethren 
and their much needed message, offered 
to them a beautiful tract of land and also 
promised to erect a number of buildings, 
such as a large assembly hall, a hotel, 
cottages for the teachers, etc. It was a 
tempting offer. They hesitated to accept; 
they feared Mackinac Island was too far 
from the larger cities, difficult to reach; 
in fact, the attendance there had dis- 
appointed them. After much prayer and 
thought they declined the offer. 


I ERHAPS THE MOST MARKED 
FEATURE Of the conference of 1882 was the 
glowing public announcement by Dr. 
Arthur T. Pierson, who was greatly ad- 
mired and beloved by the brethren, that, 
having become thoroughly convinced of 
our Lord’s personal and premillennial re- 
turn, he would maintain and proclaim it

ODERNISM is as old as Luci- 
fer’s arguments in the Garden 
of Eden. The great and ignor- 
ant surge of it in the twentieth 

century Church is but a Satanic revival, 
already disclosed by the Word of God as 
“the lie.” 

But the lie of modernism is not our 
present consideration. Rather, we desire 
to consider one of the attending dangers 
occasioned by its present tide. It is a 
danger that besets even the stalwarts 
of fundamental truth. 

Satan knows better than to attack the 
spiritually intelligent with modernism. 
Therefore he sometimes uses the effec- 
tive weapon of reaction. There are vari- 
ous unspiritual and unscriptural reac- 
tions to error. But it is of only one of 
these that we now speak—the fact of the 
real humanity of Jesus Christ. 

The current brazen denial of the deity 
of our Lord has, in many minds, we fear, 
produced a one-sided view of His person. 
In some instances the defense of His 
Godhead is of a kind that robs the soul 
of vital, precious truth regarding the 
manhood of the Saviour. Such was the 
writer’s own experience. But, oh, héw 
much more precious and real the word 
becomes when there dawns upon the 
soul a consciousness that He is truly God, 
but just as truly man—of our very man- 
hood! 


I. REACTING AGAINST ERROR, the 
human concept of truth may swing, pen- 
dulum like, so far in the opposite direc- 
tion as unwittingly to reach the point of 
heresy. Such seems to be the case in 
regard to a recent revival of the old 
heresy which taught that the manhood 
of Jesus was a foreign deposit in the 
womb of the Virgin, who later gave birth 
to it. This theory teaches that the man- 
hood of Jesus was in no part derived 
from the substance of our race, through

to understand something which God does 
not reveal; that is, how Christ’s man- 
hood could really be a part of ours with- 
out partaking of our depravity. But, as 
we shall see, that may be a problem 
which our finite minds must be content 
to leave with God, to whom all things are 
possible. 

Throughout the centuries, the main 
body of the true Church, with her Spirit- 
given teachers, including the greatest of 
students, has stood against the doctrine 
that the human nature of the Redeemer 
was something extraneous to the race He 
came to save. In fact, after debate and 
study, the great leaders of the early 
Church, in conference, pronounced this 
line of thought heretical. 

The theory that the deity of Christ was 
like the Father’s and not identically one 
with it, was a heresy of which it was 
said, “A Saviour not quite divine is a 
bridge broken at the farther end.” In 
the same manner, it may be said that a 
Saviour not quite human is a bridge 
broken at the nearer end. One cannot 
long reflect upon this thought, with the 
Book in hand, before he is struck with 
the vital importance of the subject. The 
Word speaks clearly and finally. It does 
seem evident in Scripture that only one 
who is really man, flesh of man’s flesh 
and bone of man’s bone, could really be 
a substitute to redeem lost men. 

Let us be reminded of the law of the 
kinsman redeemer: “His uncle, or his 
uncle’s son, may redeem him, or any that 
is nigh of kin unto him of his family” 
(Lev. 25:47-49). The prophetic aspect 
of this, applied to Christ and man’s re- 
demption, surely teaches that our Saviour 
had to be of kin to us, not merely a 
being like unto us. 

If Jesus’ manhood was in no real sense 
derived from the Virgin, according to the 
word of promise, then He was not “the 
seed of the woman,” as foretold at the 
gates of Eden; for God proclaimed that 
the seed of the woman should bruise the 
serpent’s head, though the heel of that 
seed should be bruised in accomplishing 
the redemption. 

The “virgin shall conceive” (Isa. 7:14). 
And, as fulfilled, “that which is con- 
ceived in her is of the Holy Spirit’”’ (Matt. 
1:20). This word conceived, according to 
its biological meaning and in keeping 
with its use in the Bible, demands in 
Mary’s case that the manhood of Jesus 
was generated from her feminine seed 
and of her substance. Miraculous quick- 
ening, by the overshadowing power of the 
Highest, was responsible for the concep- 
tion of this seed. The Creator of the 
seed transcended His own laws regarding 
the union of seeds, so that without such, 
the Virgin brought forth a son. 


Further, this word seed as used 
throughout the Old Testament relative 
to the Messiah, requires that He should 
be a literal offspring of Abraham, David, 
and others. Paul placed special em- 
phasis on this. “He saith not, and to 
seeds, as of many; but as of one, and to 
thy seed, which is Christ” (Gal. 3:16, 19). 

In this connection it is of interest to 
notice the words of Elisabeth (Luke 
1:42). The angel had told Mary that she 
would conceive in her womb; and now 
her cousin, “filled with the Holy Ghost,” 
says, “Blessed is the fruit of thy womb.” 
She also called Mary “the mother of my 
Lord.” That is literal offspring. 

Furthermore, the angel of the annun- 
ciation had said, “She shall bring forth 
a son.” Unless His manhood was in a 
true sense her seed, He was not her son, 
and the angel spoke amiss. 

Again and again, Jesus called Himself 
the Son of Man. The term can have only 
one meaning—just what it says. If His 
human nature was not truly derived from 
the Virgin, then He was only a sort of 
man, and is not what He termed Him- 
self. If He is not a son of our race, 
then He is severed from us and is not 
qualified to save us. If He is disconnect- 
ed from us, He is not suited to mediate 
to us any of the benefits of His incarna- 
tion, death, or resurrection. But praise 
God, He is the Son of Man. 

In Isaiah, He is the root of Jesse 
(11:10); and in Jeremiah 23:5, He is 
raised “unto David a righteous branch.” 
In Isaiah 53, He it a root out of a dry 
ground (Israel), partaker of its elements, 
as is the case with any tree. In Isaiah 
9:6, that famous word of His nativity 
declares, “Unto us a child is born .. 
a son is given.” All of these words speak 
of the same vital and real relation set 
forth above. 

In addition, we remember that Moses 
foretold that Messiah would be “a 
prophet from the midst of thee, of thy 
brethren.” Here again His organic kin- 
ship is set forth. It reminds us of what 
Paul wrote: “For which cause he is not 
ashamed to call them brethren” and 
“forasmuch then as the children are par- 
takers of flesh and blood, he also him- 
self likewise took [a] part of the same 
. .. for verily he took not on him the 
nature of angels; but he took on him the 
seed of Abraham” (Heb. 2:11, 14, 16). 
Paul seems to want it clearly understood 
that the Son of God took upon Himself 
human nature, and none other. He did 
not come to save fallen angels, but fallen 
men. Therefore He took a part of man’s 
same nature, to work redemption in it. 
Paul reasons that in a nature other than 
a genuinely human one, Christ could not 
save human beings.

Today, as God-Man, He saves. 
Tomorrow, as God-Man, He will judge. 


The apostle sets forth this as the . 


Saviour’s qualification for priesthood. 
We needed a priest truly divine, to 
represent God to man; and we needed 
one truly man, to represent men to God, 
“that he might be a merciful and faith- 
ful high priest in things pertaining to 
God, to make reconciliation for the sins 
of the people” (Heb. 2:17). Really man, 
to be merciful to men; really God, to be 
faithful in things pertaining to Him. 

Much the same thing is seen in He- 
brews 5:1-5, where two requirements for 
priesthood are given. The priests must 
be taken from among men (be human), 
and their appointment must be of God. 
These requirements for priests in gen- 
eral are specifically applied to Christ in 
the words, “so also Christ.” 

Paul further argues the real humanity 
of Jesus. We are told that He was “made 
of a woman, made under the law, to re- 
deem them that were under the law” 
(Gal. 4:4, 5). This passage uses the same 
requirement for Saviourhood. The Re- 
deemer of men must be a man. “There 
is ... one mediator between God and 
men, {himself] man Christ Jesus” (I Tim. 
2:5). 

It may be said that the words made 
of are not a good translation. That may 
be true, but they reveal what the makers 
of the King James Version understood 
to be the truth in Scripture regarding 
the One born. Whether made or born is 
correct as the verb, nevertheless, one or 
the other, He is said to be “of the 
woman.” 

Nor is this all. The fact that He is 
declared to have come under man’s law 
in His birth is itself evidence that He 
was not extraneous to the race. Only 
as a true son of man could He be born 
under the law of man. This may be 
why Jesus, at His baptism, was able to 
say, “For thus it becometh ws to fulfill 
all righteousness” (Matt. 3:15). 

The very opening words of the New 
Testament are of import to the matter 
in hand. Matthew begins, “The book of 
the generation of Jesus Christ, the son 
of David, the son of Abraham.” Yes, 
He is a generation of the genus homo. 
He is a real man today, there upon the 
throne; able to understand, able to medi- 
ate to His redeemed ones all the bene- 
fits of the life He lived and the death He 
died upon earth. He is not a Saviour 
unrelated to us. He is not just a man. 
He is the Man, the Son of God, able to 
save to the uttermost all them that come 
unto God by Him. 

Perhaps the strongest words to assure 
us of this are found in God’s oath, “sworn 
in truth to David; he will not turn from 
it: of the fruit of thy body will I set upon 
thy throne” (Ps. 132:11). To strengthen 
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the thoughts of this oath, the Spirit of 
God placed emphasis upon it in Peter’s 
sermon on Pentecost, reminding us of 
its faithful fulfillment, “that of the fruit 
of his loins, according to the flesh, he 
would raise up Christ” (Acts 2:30). 


 —_ CLOSING, IT MAY BE IN- 
JECTED that whereas it is clear, in the ac- 
count of His generation, that Jesus was 
of no male parentage, nevertheless, from 
the standpoint of adoption God does 
allow of His being called the “son of 
Joseph.” Philip thus referred to Him 
(John 1:45). 

Perhaps this much may be said re- 
garding the mystery of the purity of 
Christ’s manhood, as derived from our 
ruined race. Though the incarnation 
essentially remains a mystery, it is said 
that sin does not necessarily pertain to 
substance; rather to personality. If the 
personality is pure, the substance of its 
embodiment partakes of that quality. In 
Jesus, the person was the holy Son of 
God. Hence His human nature was holy 
from the moment He became one with 
it, at the moment when the Virgin’s seed 
was quickened. 

In passing, we might observe an er- 
roneous “solution” to this problem. It 
is the theory of the immaculate concep- 
tion of Mary. By this doctrine she is 
herself, supposedly, born without sin, 
thus making it possible for her to give 
birth to an untainted humanity in Christ. 
Obviously, the only thing wrong with this 
idea is that it only sets back the prob- 
lem one generation. The same difficulty 
would then need explanation in Mary’s 
case. She would need to have been vir- 
gin-born also, by a mother of immacu- 
late conception, and so ad infinitum. 
The entire genealogy of Christ, all the 
way to Adam, would come into the prob- 
lem; and that is impossible, of course. 

The absolute reality of Jesus’ manhood 
is touchingly visible in the record of His 
life. It is seen early. After lingering in 
the temple, at the age of twelve, He is 
found by His parents, “and came to 
Nazareth, and was subject unto them.” 
How amazing it is to read of Him, that 
He “increased in wisdom and stature, and 
in favor with God and man” (Luke 2: 
§1, 52). . 

During those days among us He en- 
dured our very frailties in His flesh. 
Though there was no sin in Him, His 
body inherited the weaknesses that sin 
had wrought in human flesh. Only on 
the ground of vital relationship to us 
could this have been true. How amaz- 
ing it is to see the Water of Life seated, 
weary, at the well in Samaria! How re- 
markable to see the Bread of Life hunger 






in the wilderness! 


How strange to be- 
hold the One who neither slumbers nor 
sleeps, resting in the sleep of exhaustion 


amid a storm at sea! Thus He is our 
Drink, our Meat, and our Rest, from 
heaven—because He was so really a man 
—to die in our place! 


H. IS THE GOD-MAN, THE 
ETERNAL Son, who deposited His un- 
created life and holiness into our own 
created humanity. By way of the virgin 
birth a part of our humanity became a 
reservoir from which flows the life of 
God to men, because that reservoir was 
broken at Calvary. But it was raised 
again from death, is now enthroned, 
glorified, in heaven! There He dispenses, 
through it, all of its benefits. Into the 
reservoir of every heart that receives Him 
as Saviour comes the flood of His riches! 
It is because He is 7itan as well as God. 
How wonderful! 


Today, as God-Man He saves. Tomor- 
row, aS God-Man He will judge! For we 
read, “Be it known unto you therefore, 
men and brethren, that through this man 
is preached unto you the forgiveness of 
sins: and by him all that believe are 
justified from all things” (Acts 13:38). 

But to those who believe not, God 
“hath appointed a day, in which he will 
judge the world by that man whom he 
hath ordained; whereof he hath given 
assurance unto all men, in that he hath 
raised him from the dead” (Acts 17:31). 

Truly, it is not only at Christmas that 
we may sing: 


“O come, let us adore Him, Christ, 
the Lord!” 


“O wonder of wonders, which none can 
unfold,

O man can understand the mys- 

tery of new birth, but all men 

may know the experience. No 

man can explain the entrance 
of a holy, omnipresent God into a sinful, 
restricted heart—a heart that is “de- 
ceitful above all things, and desperately 
wicked” (Jer. 17:9) —but all men may tell 
others that this seeming impossibility 
can become a reality in their lives. 

The proof of the new birth is not in 
explanation but in operation. “You ask 
me how I know He lives? He lives with- 
in my heart.” “The Spirit himself beareth 
witness with our spirit, that we are the 
children of God” (Rom. 8:16). These 
workings cannot be defined, but they are

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as real to the children of God as life 
itself. 

Unsearchable as the mystery of new 
birth is, we can know and, as His am- 
bassadors, we should know the agencies 
which He uses to bring to pass this 
greatest miracle of time, “which is 
Christ in you, the hope of glory” (Col. 
1:27), for only as we recognize and rely 
upon these agencies can we be fruitful 
and multiply. 


5 CHARACTER OF THE WIT- 
NEss. The first concern of the unsaved is 
with the character of the witness; there- 
fore God can use only those whose lives 
are above reproach. The soul-winner 
must know Him intimately and be sent 
forth of Him. 

When God witnessed to Mary of the 
birth of His Son, He used a messenger 
whose character was inviolate, whose 
knowledge of Him was intimate, and 
whose call was definite: “I am Gabriel, 
that stand in the presence of God; and 
am sent to speak unto thee” (Luke 1:19). 
Heaven’s tidings were so weighty that 
only such an ambassador would do; and 
the glad tidings of Christ’s death, burial, 
and resurrection are so tremendous in 
their meaning and consequences that 
God must have vessels that are “sancti- 
fied [set apart from the world], and 
meet for the master’s use, and prepared 
unto every good work” (II Tim. 2:21), 
“giving no offense in anything, that the 
ministry be not blamed” (II Cor. 6:3). 


i: VERACITY OF THE PROMISE. 
This is the second concern of the 
unsaved; therefore God can use 
only those who use His Word. 

Gabriel’s words were the words 
of God. He spoke with authority. 
God had given him his message. 
Every word was backboned and 
undergirded and collateraled by 
the holiness and omnipotence of 
the living God. And the Lord’s 
witness to a world of sinners is 
no different today. He has ad- 
monished us to “preach the word”; 
not our opinions, or a portion of 
the Word. In a world of uncer- 
tainty, He has given us “the 
word of reconciliation.” It is the 
man whose lips are filled with 
the Word of God who can con- 
vince men that rebirth is not 
alone a necessity, but very much

a possibility, if they will only comply with 
the terms. 


Tes POWER OF THE SPIRIT. 
Having looked well to his character and 
message, the soul-winner must then rec- 
ognize and rely upon the power of the 
Spirit. 

After Mary accepted the character of 
the witness and the veracity of the 
promise, she tried to rationalize the birth 
of the Son of God within her. “How 
shall this be, seeing I know not a man? 
And the angel answered and said unto 
her, The Holy Ghost shall come upon 
thee, and the power of the Highest shall 
overshadow thee: therefore also that 
holy thing which shall be born of thee 
shall be called the Son of God” (Luke 
1:34, 35). As God’s mouthpiece, Gabriel 
recognized and relied upon the power of 
the Holy Spirit. He knew that the child 
could not be called the Son of God 
unless its conception would come through 
the supernatural. Being born of the 
Spirit of God, it could truly be called 
the Son of God. 

God’s ambassador is no _ exception.

Infant of the Virgin’s knee, 
In this year, pray, will there be 
Any room at all for Thee? 
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NE hundred years old and more 
alive than ever! The most popu- 
lar of all prayer meeting hymns, 
“Sweet Hour of Prayer,” this year 

has attained its one hundredth birth- 
day. 

Familiar to churchgoers everywhere, 
this hymn has come to us from a period 
rich in gospel and prayer meeting hym- 
nody. Such well known songs as “Just 
As I Am,” “Nearer My God to Thee,” and 
“He Leadeth Me,” have also just neared 
or passed the century mark. 

Mrs. Merriam Grant, a survivor of a 
terrible railroad accident at Chatsworth, 
Tll., in 1887, told how “Sweet Hour of 
Prayer” was used in the disaster. Mr. 
and Mrs. Grant were seated in the rear 
car. In the coach was a company of six 
young people, and in order that they 
might sit together, Mr. and Mrs. Grant 
changed places with a young man and 
his bride. This courtesy saved their 
lives, for the young couple were killed. 
Mrs. Grant thought the group must be 
theatrical people or concert singers, 
they were so gay and sang so much. 
When nearly everyone in the car had 
quieted down and prepared for sleep, the 
young bride was asked to sing. Some- 
thing in the desire for sleep and rest 
recalled the sweet old song, “Sweet Hour 
of Prayer.” All in the car listened as 
the young woman sang: 

“Sweet hour of prayer, sweet hour of 
prayer, 

That calls me from a world of care 

And bids me at my Father’s throne 

Make all my wants and wishes known.” 

There was a pause and the clear voice 
went on again: 

“And since He bids me seek His face, 
Believe His Word, and trust His grace, 
I'll cast on Him my every care, 

And wait for thee, sweet hour of prayer.” 

As she finished, the group began quietly 
to sing that prayer, “Nearer My God 
to Thee.” With this prayer on their 
lips, they went to their death. 
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‘Ee WRITING OF THIS HYMN is 
erroneously ascribed to Fanny Crosby, a 
hymn writer of this period. Its true 
composer was William Walford, a humble 
minister, in the remote little village of 
Coleshill, England. Blind from birth, 
his keen mind and active memory gave 
him an unusual power of insight and 
understanding. An acquaintance once 
wrote of him, “William Walford longed 
to have the reputation of knowing the 
whole Bible by heart. He memorized 
and repeated the entire Book of Psalms, 
the New Testament, the prophecies, and 
some of the histories, with unerring pre- 
cision.” 

Walford was a man of obscure birth 
and no education. His country parish 
did not provide him money enough to 
live on, but in his spare moments he em- 
ployed his rare mechanical skill in mak- 
ing and selling small, useful articles of 
bone and ivory. 


H. LITTLE REALIZED AS HE 
SANG of the vision of his heavenly home 
that this message would some day become 
one of the best loved hymns of the world. 
So impressed and touched was Walford’s 
secretary as he hastily wrote down the 
words of the hymn the blind pastor sang, 
he brought it to New York and submitted 
it for publication to the New York Ob- 
server. Within a few days this poem 
appeared with its entire four verses in 
the poetry corner. 
“Sweet hour of prayer, sweet hour of 

prayer, 

That calls me from a world of care 
And bids me at my Father’s throne 
Make all my wants and wishes known. 
In seasons of distress and grief 
My soul has often found relief, . 
And oft escaped the tempter’s snare 
By thy return, sweet hour of prayer. 


“Sweet hour of prayer, sweet hour of 
prayer, 

The joys I feel, the bliss I share 

Of those whose anzious spirits burn 

With strong desires for thy return! 

With such I hasten to the place 

Where God, my Saviour, shows His face, 

And gladly take my station there, 

And wait for thee, sweet hour of prayer. 





“Sweet hour of prayer, sweet hour of

Thy wings shall my petition bear 

10 Him, whose truth and faithfulness 

Engage the waiting soul to bless;

hart panteth after the water brooks, so 
panteth my soul after thee, O God. My 
soul thirsteth for God, for the living 
God” (Ps. 42:1, 2). There is life in a 
look at the Crucified One. There is also 
life in a drink at the life-giving foun- 
tain. As the priests at the head of the 
early morning procession brought a 
drink offering to the temple, Jesus cried, 
“If any man thirst, let him come unto 
me, and drink” (John 7:37). 

Life at the fountain! But the Scrip- 
ture speaks of an abundant life.

shouts of joy everyone he met on his long 
trek home. A few days passed. Then he 
appeared at the compound leading four- 
teen other blind folks! His joy was 
in serving. “Therefore with joy shall 
ye draw water out of the wells of sal- 
vation” (Isa. 12:3). 

“Filled with all the fullness of God.” 
Paul’s prayer for the Ephesian believers 
is the norm for all Christians—full, over- 
flowing, victorious lives. A life “above 
the circumstances”; a life with a bright 
uplook even when the outlook is dark; 
a life that gives stability and strength in 
the face of difficult temptations—all this 
is provided in Christ. To drink long and 
deep at the fountain is to be filled. 

Standing upon a porch a hundred feet 
away from the Alameda tide flats of 
San Francisco Bay, I noticed the debris 
in the mud as the tide was out a half 
mile or so. There was part of an old 
stove, a bedspring, boxes, and other un- 
sightly objects. What a place to have to 
live, I thought. Upon mentioning this 
to the woman at the door, it was sug- 
gested that I return late that afternoon. 
I promised, and when I came again it 
was a changed landscape. I apologized! 
The tide was in. Waves lapped at the 
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God’s invitation to man is to 
come. “Ho, every one that 
thirsteth, come ye to the waters, and he 
that hath no money” (Isa. 55:1). The 
only condition is that you thirst. Every 
thirsting soul has a gold-embossed invi- 
tation from God Almighty.

It was a hot July afternoon. Our fam- 
ily was driving to Lake Tahoe for a sum- 
mer siesta.

A fa- 
miliar and welcome sign, “Fountain 500 
Yards,” brought a shout of joy from the 
children. We pulled off the road right 
in front of the nicely appointed stone 
fountain.

In its place, we would recount this story, 
for which we are indebted to the Alliance 
Weekly. The man whose story is here 
told is a famous British military leader, 
Major General Sir Arthur Smith, K.B.E., 
D.S.O., M.C. 


THE GENERAL’S STORY 


On the outbreak of the Great War 
[World War I] my father gave me a 
small Bible. On the flyleaf he wrote my 
name, and underneath the following 
text: “Because thou hast made the Lord 
... thy refuge ... there shall no evil 
befall thee . . . for he shall give his 
angels charge over thee, to keep thee in 
all thy ways” (Ps. 91:9-11). 

As he was writing the above, he told 
me that during the South African War 
he had always carried his Bible in a hip 
pocket, and recommended me to do the 
same. I took his advice, and had the 
necessary accommodation inserted in 
my breeches. Thus in August, 1914, I 
set off to France with my Bible in its 
place. 

After fighting on the Aisne, my bat- 
talion moved to the Ypres front, and 
there for some three weeks we remained 
in the trenches until the night of No- 
vember 16, 17, when a French battalion 
arrived to take over our sector, in order 
that we might move to the village of 
Zillibeke for—as we thought—a rest.

The relief was completed at 7:36 p.m. 
on November 16, when the battalion be- 
gan to march off. Rain was pouring, and 
for the first mile we were half up to 
our knees in mud. In places there were 
large shell holes full of water, with the 
result that the men constantly stumbled 
into them in the dark. In fact, the con- 
ditions were so bad that it was exceed- 
ingly difficult to find the way. Conse- 
quently my commanding officer sent me 
—I was adjutant at the time—on ahead 
to find the road. 

Thus it came about that in the middle 
of the night I found myself at the cross- 
roads to Westhock. I dismounted and 
holding my horse, examined a very dirty 
map. Suddenly a German shell burst 
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close by, then another. The first did no 
damage, the second hit me on the hip. 
. . . What exactly happened I cannot 
say. I know that my horse galloped off, 
and I found myself lying in liquid and 
very cold mud on the other side of the 
road. There I lay. In due course the 
battalion arrived, and I was conveyed by 
stretcher-bearers into a cottage nearby, 
which was occupied by some artillery of- 
ficers, who attended me. 

It was now approaching daylight, and 
the problem of my evacuation was of 
supreme interest to me. However, I was 
told that the last ambulance from the 
front had already passed, and that as 
no ambulances were allowed to move in 
that particular neighborhood by day, I 
should have to wait until darkness fell 
again. Imagine my delight when an 
hour or two later a horse ambulance— 
which, I afterward learned, had been de- 
layed—passed by. One of the artillery 
officers ran out and found that there was 
room for one lying down case. And soI 
was placed on board. 


Bible in My Hip Pocket 

After passing through Ypres, we 
reached the dressing station at the Gold- 
fish Chateau. While lying there, I be- 
gan to wonder why it was that a shell, 
which could hurl me across a road, had 
not done more damage to my person. 
While turning this over in my mind, I 
got hold of my Bible, to find that it had 
caught the main force of the shell, and 
had obviously diverted it from its course, 
so that instead of very severe injuries— 
the doctor said they might well have 
proved fatal—the damage was confined 
to a flesh wound. 

It was not, however, till I reached No. 
2 Red Cross Hospital at Rouen that I 
discovered that the piece of shell had 
cut through my Bible as far as Psalm 
91—the psalm of my father’s choice—but 
no farther. Here the piece of shell had 
quite clearly turned, and in some extra- 
ordinary way had forced itself out side- 
ways between the pages of this psalm. 
How this happened I cannot say, but that 
it did occur is quite patent on examina- 
tion of the Bible. Apart from the cut 
from the cover to Psalm 91, the Bible is 
practically undamaged, and all the pages 
are quite clean except those on which 
are printed the psalm in question; on 
these pages the print is blurred, and 
the paper is smudged and scratched, 
indicating the passage of the shell frag- 


ment.

THE FELLOWSHIP OF THE SPIRIT 

Just what do the words “fellowship of 
the Spirit” (Phil. 2:2) and “communion 
of the Holy Ghost” (II Cor. 13:14) mean? 

Both words are the translation of 
xowwvia (koinénia). Moulton and Milli- 
gan in their Vocabulary of the Greek 
Testament cite the following examples 
of its use in secular documents: It is 
used in a marriage contract in the 
phrase, “to a joint-participation in the 
necessaries of life.” “Belonging in com- 
mon to”; “My brother on my father’s 
side with whom I have no partnership.” 
Thayer in his Greek-English Lexicon of 
the New Testament gives the following 
on the word: “association, community, 
joint-participation, intercourse, the share 
which one has in anything, participa- 
tion.” Commenting on I John 1:3, 6, he 
says, “which fellowship consists in the 
fact that Christians are partakers in 
common of the same mind as God and 
Christ, and of the blessings arising there- 
from.” 

The word “fellowship” today is used 
when one refers to the companionship, 
sociability, and friendliness which the 
saints enjoy when in one another’s com- 
pany. But the words “fellowship” and 
“communion” do not refer to any such 
association with the Holy Spirit, but 
rather to a relationship between the 
Spirit and the saints which involves a 
common interest, namely, a mutual and 
active participation in the things of God. 
As a result of the Spirit’s control over 
the saint, there results a mutual interest 
and active co-operation in the study of 
the Word, growth in the Christian life, 
the ministry of winning souls and teach- 
ing saints, the ministry of prayer. This 
association which the correctly instruct- 
ed saint has with the Spirit is in the 
form of a willing co-operation with Him 
by a@ moment-by-moment dependence 
upon Him, and a yielding to Him for 
victory over sin and the production of 
the Christian graces, plus the saint’s ac- 
tive co-operation with Him in saying an 
emphatic no to sin and an habitual yes 
to the Lord Jesus. Here we have that 
mysterious interaction between the sov- 
ereign grace of God and man’s free will. 

The Spirit-filled life is not a matter 
merely of resting in the Spirit for vic- 
tory over sin and the production of a 
Christian life. It is not a “let go and 
let God” affair. It is a “take hold with 
God” business. The saint must co-oper- 
ate with the Holy Spirit in His desire 
to cause him to grow in the Christian 
life, by himself stepping out in faith and 
in dependence upon the Spirit, attempt- 
ing to live that life which God expects. 

In the following Scriptures, this Greek 
word is translated “fellowship,” “com- 
munion,” “communication”: Acts 2:42; 
I Cor. 1:9; 10:16; II Cor. 6:14; 8:4; Gal. 
2:9; Eph. 3:9; Phil. 1:5; 3:10; Phile. 6; 
Heb. 13:16; I John 1:3, 6. 7. Study 
these in the light of their usage.

THE LITTLE WHITE CHAPEL IN 

THE ARMY CAMP 
By Mrs. Urven V. White, 

a Chaplain’s Wife 

HE little white chapels that dot our 

army camps, with their stately 
steeples pointing skyward, stand as silent 
witnesses to God. We have many things 
to arouse patriotism that defends the soil 
of America, but so few things to arouse 
spirituality which defends the soul of 
America. 

Here is a soldier fresh from civilian 
life. He has left home, mother, loved 
ones, and all the familiar things of life. 
He is feeling lonely and strange; dressed 
in a uniform that makes him feel he has 
lost his personality. The one great 
danger in that young life is to feel his 
identity is lost to any observer and no- 
body will know where he goes or what 
he does. The chapel door invites him 
as it stands open. The chaplain has 
urged him to attend Sunday services. 
They are held as early as eight o’clock in 
the morning, right after mess, so that 
the soldier will not have time to feel 
lonesome or blue, or to go off to town 
to wander around with nothing in mind. 

As the soldier enters the chapel the 
organ is playing a familiar tune that 
reminds him of “back home.” The sanc- 
tuary is not large, but seats about four 
hundred men. The pews are plain but 
impressive with their kneeling rails. Sun- 
light streams in through frosted glass 
windows. The chancel is constructed and 
furnished so it can be used interchange- 
ably by Protestant ministers, Catholic 
priests, and Jewish rabbis. During Catho-

lic mass the altar with the crucifix and 
candelabras is pulled out from the wall 
and after mass it is put back again. For 
the Jewish service the cabinet for the 
Torah is opened. A movable pulpit and 
a reading stand are used as desired in 
the Protestant services. Thus each group 
realizes that they come to worship the 
same God. “God is a Spirit: and they 
that worship him must worship him 
in spirit and in truth” (John 4:24). 

When I attend a service with those 
soldiers I invariably feel the presence of 
God and am impressed by their rever- 
ence. I am lifted above the hatred of 
war when I hear them sing. If the chap- 
lain is tactful he uses the theme of 
loyalty to the flag as the symbol of an 
ideal, to instill in these men loyalty to 
Christ as the manifestation of an ideal. 
And in the quietness of that hour, the 
soldier emerges again as an individual 
from the featureless masses and feels a 
personal responsibility. Contact with 
God is made; fortitude is built up; for- 
giveness of sin makes him a new crea- 
ture. The soldier has the whole day 
before him, but can he ever entirely for- 
get the music, the thought of the mes- 
sage, and the total impact of the chapel 
service? 

So I thank God that our government 
has seen fit to make such chapels avail- 
able for our soldiers. May God bless the 
chaplains and the hours spent in these 
chapels. 


“SERVE IN SILENCE” 

Those who are or have been in defense 
areas recognize this slogan. Particularly 
in coastal regions with the probable prox- 
imity of embarkation points and plans, 
this warning is needed. Soldiers, sailors, 
and every one else who has anything to 
do with the war or with munitions should 
carefully obey this injunction. The life 
of your own son or brother may be at 
stake, so “Serve in Silence.” 

Taking this over into another realm 
we would remind you there are too many 
who serve Christ in silence. In the 
knowledge that men without Christ are 
lost and that He is ready, yes, anxious 
to save them, silence is not golden but 
criminal. 

“Ye shall be witnesses unto me,” was 
one of the intimations of forthcoming 
duty which Christ gave His own before 
leaving them. Undoubtedly there is the 
witness of character, but there should 
also be the witness of words. 

Many Christian servicemen will read 
this. Why not at once look for a man 
to whom you can say just a word—a 
quiet word—an earnest word—about 
Christ.

A DRAMATIC STORY 


Out of the tragedy of war, stories come 
of men during danger turning to prayer 
who never thought of it before. One 
of the most recent of these was the 
awful experience of a war correspondent 
who bailed out of a plane over wild 
country in the South Pacific and who 
staggered and crept for days without 
food or water over mountains of great 
height. Six weeks of agony, but he is 
now convalescing in-an army hospital. 

We know nothing about this man’s 
religious interest except that a news- 
paper in the city of his former residence 
said editorially: “He is remembered by 
his friends here as a good man and a 
good news man, but not highly religious.” 

This poor man kept a diary during 
his weeks of frightful suffering, and in 
it he continually refers to God and 
prayer. “Dear God, help me make it,” 
he prayed and wrote on one desperate 
day. “Dear God, help me to keep my 
strength.” “View on top convinced me 
only a miracle of God can help now.” 

We are glad to say there were expres- 
sions of gratitude also. “Whatever hap- 
pens God has been good to me.” “An- 
swer to prayer. Found dozens and dozens 
of bramble berries” (for food). “Ex- 
ample of how the Lord shepherded me.” 

We rejoice with this man and with 
his loved ones that he has been saved 
out of this terrible experience. May his 
diary encourage other men to pray—in 
danger and before they get into danger. 

God wants us to pray. Jesus said, 
“Men ought always to pray.” Prayer is 
a blessed reality for those who are will- 
ing to place their trust in Christ. 

What wonderful assurance our Lord 
has given us in saying, “And whatsoever 
ye shall ask in my name, that will I do, 
that the Father may be glorified in the 
Son. If ye shall ask anything in my 
name, I will do it” (John 14:13, 14). 
“Verily, verily, I say unto you, Whatso- 
ever ye shall ask the Father in my name, 
he will give it you” (John 16:23). 

But the first prayer—the prayer that 
rejoices the heart of God—is the prayer 
of penitence, the prayer of acknowledg- 
ment and faith. “O God, I now accept 
Christ as my Saviour!” What a wonder- 
ful prayer, simple though it be, and what 
wonderful results! 

You men in uniform are being pre- 
pared for the tremendous task which is 
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yours. The government is doing its best 
to prepare you in body, in experience, in 
equipment. But there is an additional 
preparation—the preparation of heart. 
This comes through acknowledging you 
are a sinner and you need a Saviour, and 
through receiving Jesus Christ as that 
Saviour. 

Then in quiet confidence, whatever the 
danger, you can commit your life to Him 
for today and for eternity.

IN NAZI RIDDEN BELGIUM 
7YROM Dr. O. Vansteenberghe, co- 
director of the Belgium Gospel Mis- 
sion, writing from Brussels: 

“The circumstances in which we live 
are getting the better of the physical re- 
sistance of several among us, and our 
only recourse is to the Lord. 

“T do not like to think about the situ- 
ation for the winter, because that would 
be unbelief. God can deliver us from 
all our difficulties, and He will do it in 
His way. It is marvelous how God grants 
His help. Thus, for ourselves, the other 
day my wife hadn’t succeeded in finding 
the bones for her soup, when the 
butcher’s wife sent word to her that she 
could go there in the afternoon. Ac- 
cepting this invitation, my wife received 
from the butcher bones that he had al- 
ready used once for his soup. Since then, 
my wife has used them twice to make 
soup, and a sister, who came to work in 
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the home, took them away to use them 
for the fourth, and I hope, the last time. 
It’s surprising what one can get out of 
certain bones! 

“In my own family we are rejoicing 
that Peter has escaped meningitis. He 
has lost a year in his studies, but really 
he has been spared a much more ter- 
rible trial. He is now at the camp, 
where he is doing manual work. He 
cannot study for a period of two months. 
My wife is in relatively good health. 
As she has a medical certificate, she does 
not have to stand in line. She can go 
immediately to the counter to be served. 
That is a great advantage, too, for which 
we are very grateful. In the evening she 
is very tired. As for me, God renews my 
strength each day. I am making an 
effort to take one day of rest in the week. 
I hope that that will allow me not to 
take any vacation. 

“I keep you informed of the state of 





health of our mission brethren in order 
that you may pray and ask for the 
prayers of God’s children. With all the 
restrictions on food, the situation is 
very hard. God alone can give deliver- 
ance. 

“The first young people’s camp began 
last Monday. It is for French-speaking 
girls. More than eighty are there, which 
means that all available room is occu- 
pied. As we are licensed as a vacation 
camp, we have been able to obtain po- 
tatoes, flour, sugar, and other food in 
sufficient quantities, so we will not have 
too great difficulties to supply the camp 
with food, and our young people can 
satisfy their appetites. We have bought 
an oven and we shall make our bread 
ourselves in the camp. This will mean 
quite a considerable economy in bread. 
There are no vacancies for the boys’ 
camp. It will begin a week hence. The 
season is rather rainy; happily since 
last Monday it has been dry at least 
during the day, and we need to pray 
and believe that God will give us suf- 
ficiently favorable weather for our young 
people to be out in the air.” 


God Is Not Hindered! 

From E. Barbezat, Charleroi: 

“God’s work continues to be encourag- 
ing here. We have never sold so many 
Bibles and New Testaments as during 
the past month. What power there is 
in the Cross! We are very grateful for 
still being able freely to proclaim its 
great message. Up to now we have not 
been hindered in any way. 

“This second winter of war is very 
hard on many. To be without potatoes 
and almost without coal in Belgium is 
something terrible in this particularly 
severe season, and that is the lot of many 
homes. The old ones are truly to be 
pitied. One would like to be able to 
help them more, but we are ourselves 
strictly limited. This poor country is 
suffering more than in 1914-1918.

From a spiritual standpoint 
we enjoy great favor from God, who 
gives us proof that the work must con- 
tinue! We have spent a very blessed 
time at Whitsun.

THE JEWS IN SOUTH AMERICA 

The Hebrew Christian Alliance, 520 
West Melrose Avenue, Chicago, is a 
unique organization, with a far-reaching 
missionary vision. The following article 
comes from the field secretary, Rev. 
Jacob Bernheim: 

“For more than four hundred years 
Jews have been prominent in the affairs 
of South America. It is an accepted his- 
torical fact that thrée wealthy Spanish 
Jews sailed with Christopher Columbus 
in his search for a new world. It was not 
the jewels of Queen Isabella that pro- 
vided funds for the intrepid explorer, 
but rather the Jews of the Spanish court. 

“Today there are almost one million 
Jews in South America. The Hebrew 
Christian Alliance feels peculiarly called 
of God to minister in the name of Jesus 
Christ to this vast multitude of lost sheep. 
In November, 1934, Rev. and Mrs. Arthur 
E. Glass, graduates of Moody Bible In- 
stitute, were called by the Alliance as the 
first Hebrew missionaries to that great 
continent. They began, in a pioneering 
way, in the city of Buenos Aires in the 
Argentine. Buenos Aires is a great me- 
tropolis of three million population, ac- 
tually the largest Spanish-speaking city 
in the world. Three hundred thousand 
Jews in that city offer a great field for 
Jewish evangelization! 

“God has called additional helpers, and 
now there are twelve full-time workers in 
the field, among them being Mr. and Mrs. 
Joseph McDonald and Mr. and Mrs. Roy 
Tillotson, also from Moody Bible Insti- 
tute. They now have two mission halls 
in Buenos Aires, two halls in Montevideo 
(with a Jewish population of 60,000), and 
one worker in the city of Mendoza. Three 
years ago Mr. Glass organized from 
among the converts the First Hebrew 
Church of South America, with thirty 
charter members. It is an indigenous 
group, who with great sacrifice have 
given of their means toward the rent of 
one of the mission halls, and also sup- 
port the missionary in Mendoza, who 
himself is a member of the Hebrew 
Christian Church. 

“The response of the Jewish people in 
South America to the Christian message 
is astonishing and challenging. Thou- 
sands of tracts, Gospels and New Testa- 
ments have been given out in the 





open-air meetings and house-to-house 
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visitation. The interest is earnest and 
appealing; their inquiries sincere and 
sympathetic. Indeed, the story of the 
gospel message among the Jews in South 
America is almost a repetition of the 
primitive Jewish Christian movement 
during the first century!” 





“LITTLE IS MUCH WHEN GOD 
IS IN IT’? 

Had you visited us at Camp Evangel in 
“old .Kentucky” the past summer, the 
above motto would have greeted you at 
the point of entrance. It has been a sat- 
isfaction, indeed, to know that “God is 
in it.” 

Our first camp on the newly acquired 
beautiful site began Friday, July 3, with 
13 boys and 36 girls, of whom about half 
were unsaved. Without pressure or 
urging, all but two accepted Christ dur- 
ing the week, bringing rejoicing to our 
hearts. The children ranged from about 
9 to 16 years, were mostly from the Ken- 
tucky rural communities, and generally 
very well behaved. Homesickness was not 


-a serious problem. In our summer camps 


girls are always in the majority, since not 
sO many boys seem to memorize the 
Scripture, and moreover must assist at 
home in gathering the crops and are thus 
prevented from coming to camp even for 
one week. 

An interval of one week gave us a little 
rest at home, though canning and fight- 
ing garden weeds kept us occupied. We 
were uncertain how many would attend 
the next camp, since some planning to go 
the first week had been hindered. Our 
capacity would be about 50 children in 
addition to our staff of 20. Imagine our 
problem when 173 appeared on Friday, 
July 17, mainly from West Virginia, sev- 
eral of the cars having come from places 
100 miles away. We did a hurry-up job 
of building double-deck bunk beds in two 
of the larger cabins that took care of 
eight children each. Some tarpaulin 
canvas we had on hand proved to be just 
the right thing for the purpose. One 
cabin full of boys had to sleep on the 
floor, but the next night they too were 
on bunk beds. 

Most of the 73 who came for this ses- 
sion were from coal mining camps, and 
were of a different type from the Ken- 
tucky rural children who attended our 
first camp. All but nine were professing 
Christians, and of these, five accepted the 
Lord during the week. The weather was 
ideal; the river which flows in front of 
our premises was just right for swim- 
ming. The boys set a trout line and had 
the thrill of catching a few fish. Every 
afternoon for several hours, at manual 
arts time, everyone made interesting and 
useful things to be taken home. At the 
evening services in the chapel there were 
messages from God’s Word, sometimes 
followed by campfire devotional before 
retiring. On the last evening we had a 
missionary from Cuba as a guest. He 
brought a very thrilling message, and 
about 40 boys and girls stood without 
urging, offering their lives for Christian 
service if the Lord should so lead in 
future years. How our hearts were 
thrilled!

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efficiency in this our first experiment. 
Yet we gained some valuable experiences 
which should result in a better camp next 
year. We do not wish to expand too 
rapidly, and are making tentative plans 
to have four camps of about 60 children 
each next summer. To be sure, there will 
be many problems and wartime difficul- 
ties. Two other well established Bible 
camps in the mountain country are clos- 
ing for the duration. 

Five weeks after the closing of our 
camps the annual conference of the 
Mountain Gospel Fellowship was held at 
Camp Evangel for three days. The at- 
tendance of Christian workers was from 
four states, and rich blessing was enjoyed 
from messages brought mainly by Rev. 
E. V. Thompson, of the West Indies 
Mission.

ON THE AIR IN NICARAGUA 

Writes Harold Van Broekhaven, of the 
Central American Mission: 

“IT have just returned from making 
final arrangements to change from fif- 
teen minutes on Sunday morning to 
thirty minutes on Wednesday night, 
8:30 to 9:00. With this change we can 
reach several times as many people. We 
can have this half hour for $5.00 each 
week, which is very good, considering we 
have the best hour of the day. I tried to 
buy time on another station, but the 
owner refused because they were per- 
mitting the Catholic hour to be broad- 
cast. We trust you will pray for this 
special ministry. 

“About three blocks from the mission 
is the large market place covering two 
blocks, and the masses there challenged 
our hearts. I inquired from different 
sources when one could find the most 
people congregated, and I was told that 
on Sunday morning between 8:45 and 
9:30 there were between 3,500 and 4,000 
people. This is an opportunity, for prac- 


tically one hundred per cent are still 
without Christ. We prayed for guidance 
and I was finally led to the man who 
runs a large public address system across 
the street from the market. The Lord 
enabled me to buy the time for eight 
cordobas ($1.60) per half hour, from 8:50 
to 9:20 a.m. This was one-half the price 
originally asked. We have had five Sun- 
days now and the Lord is blessing. Re- 
marks of approval can be heard as one 
walks through the crowd.” 





THE BATTLE IN COLOMBIA 

Miss Belva L. Smith, pioneering in a 
priest-ridden community in dark Co- 
lombia, writes: 

“On August 7, our new Liberal presi- 
dent, Alphonso Lopez, who had a con- 
ference in Washington with President 
Roosevelt some weeks ago, took office; 
and religious liberty as provided by Co- 
lombian law, is expected to be more 
rigidly enforced. Nevertheless, religious 
liberty has not yet penetrated priest- 
ridden places like Piedecuesta. Right 
now the opposition is employing more 
cunning, unscrupulous tactics against us 
than we have ever known before. The 
local priest, announcing his intention to 
get us out of town once for all, set about 
in a systematic manner to carry out his 
threat. He began by spreading word 
around town that we were leaving, even 
inserting paragraphs in the local parish 
paper to the effect that we were getting 
out of the community, but no one had 
any idea as to where we could pos- 
sibly go. > 

“But the cleverest move of the priest 
is the erection of a great monument of 
the Virgin Mary on the most prominent 
peak of the Andes surrounding our 
town. Doubtless his main motive was 
to work the people up into a religious 
frenzy of devotion to the virgin and 
consequent hatred of us, because we do 
not worship her. And it worked. Every 
Sunday, people carry materials up to the 
monument, and those who do not go 
are bitterly criticized for their unfaith- 
fulness to the blessed virgin. It is diffi- 
cult for one in the United States to 
realize how something like this sways 
the emotions of the people. 

“No doubt this monument will attract 
throngs from all over Colombia, and 
the commercial people will back the 
priest, because it will boost their busi- 
ness. Discussing in the parish paper 
the system of lighting to be extended 
up to the monument, the priest says: 
‘With indirect light, we shall see in the 
dark nights the “Queen and Mother” 
as though she were hovering in the 
clouds, blessing Piedecuesta.’ 

“The priest has written to all owners 
renting to people that attend our meet- 
ings, commanding them to eject the 
Protestants. The owner of the house 
occupied by our leading believer has 
demanded that she leave at once, threat- 
ening to put her furniture out on the 
street. But God still blesses, and it is 
still true that ‘the eyes of the Lord run 
to and fro throughout the whole earth 
to show himself strong in the behalf of 
those whose heart is perfect toward 
him.’ ”

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EDUCATION FOR CHARACTER 


In a memorable address at the in- 
auguration of the school on September 
13, 1922, Dr. Francis L. Patton, former 
president of Princeton University, hailed 
Stony Brook (N.Y.) School for Boys as 
putting “the fourth R,” religion, back 
into education. Now, twenty years later, 
its international reputation is bound up 
with its endeavor to make Christ a living 
reality to schoolboys, and thus to future 
leaders of our country. 

What of this emphasis today? Surely 
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the answer is plain. Who can doubt the 
timeliness of Christian education now? 
On all sides thoughtful observers are 
recognizing that spiritual failure lies 
back of world catastrophe. Out of suf- 
fering and tragedy is springing up a new 
appreciation of the liberty of the soul. 
Freedom of religion has an honored 
place among the four freedoms for which 
we are fighting. Educators everywhere 
are admitting the spiritual sterility of 
much of modern education and deplor- 
ing its neglect of “the fourth R.” Eng- 
land is witnessing a stirring move to put 
Christianity into the education of the 
nation.

CHURCH CANVASS 


Interest among the churches of the na- 
tion in the United Church Canvass is 
reported to be increasing daily. The 
aims of the canvass have been endorsed 
by President Roosevelt. Leaders in 
many fields of endeavor have accepted 
membership on the sponsor’s committee. 
The scope of the appeal has been en- 
larged to include not only the support of 
regular church activities, but also the 
Wartime Emergency Service and relief 
enterprises of the churches. 

Fifteen communions and creeds, Chris- 
tian and Jewish, are represented in the 
canvass, which will make its initial ap- 
peal to the communities of the nation in 
two periods: November 15 to December 
6, and February 21 to March 14. The 
twofold purpose of the canvass is to urge 
people to renew their allegiance to the 
church of their choice, and to give their 
financial support to united community 
appeal for local churches, as well as to 
relieve distress among civilian victims 
of war overseas.—Bulletin.

IF YOU PREACH—SPEAK UP 


For some reason, seminaries have not 
majored in elocution, with the result that 
some very good preaching is lost because 
it is only mumbled. In almost every con- 
gregation there are people who are hard 
of hearing. When the preacher bends 
his head to look at his manuscript and 
talks down to the lectern, he ought to 
know that the people in the pews will 
have difficulty in hearing what he has to 
say. Three brethren, born in 1864, oc- 
cupy the third pew in a certain church. 
The hearing of these men is dull. They 
get the sermon when the pastor keeps 
his head and his voice up, which is only 
seldom. And, yet, these aged friends 
love their church and desire the Word 
of God. 

Preachers, generally, must exercise care 
in the training of their voices so that 
when they come to say anything, if it 
is worth hearing at all, it shall be said 
plainly, impressively, and in such a man- 
ner that all may hear. It is not neces- 
sary to shout or to rant in order to make 
oneself heard, for it is as hard for a 
congregation to endure an unrefined, 
booming voice all the time as it is to 
put up with faint mumblings.—Watch- 
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CANCER, INC. + 


The placard was startling. It was 
signed by the Society for the Prevention 
of Cancer, Inc. Of course it is the so- 
ciety, not the cancer, which is incorpo- 
rated. But it sets one to thinking. 

Are there not incorporated cancers? 
The human race is plagued by many an 
ailment, but not all these are incorpo- 
rated. The harm that is done to man 
by sheer laziness, bad temper, dishonesty 
or envy, only God knows. Yet there is 
no Society for the Promotion of Lazi- 
ness. Dividends are not declared on any 
increase of bad tempers. No advertising 
campaign has ever praised one kind of 
cheating above another, or urged people 
to get together for pleasant evenings of 
envy. No, these evils may be cancers, 
but they are not incorporated. 

An incorporated cancer is a social evil 
out of which organized groups make 
money. The worse the evil the greater 
the profits. This means advertising, 
high-pressure salesmanship, and propa- 
ganda without end. The outstanding ex- 
ample is the liquor business. Every time 
some one takes a drink somebody makes 
a profit. (Somebody loses, too; but the 
losers are not organized.) The more 
drinks, the more dividends. 

Liquor is a cancer; it may yet prove 
to be the cancer that killed America. 
But being incorporated as it is, makes 
it all the harder to cure. Nothing short 
of a radical operation will ever get rid 
of it. It is all the worse because liquor- 
drinking is not based on a natural in- 
stinct. There are other incorporated 
evils (like prostitution), but they do not 
have to advertise, because mere unre- 
strained natural appetites will keep the 
business going. Liquor has to advertise 
because it depends on perversion as defi- 
nitely as does the drug habit. It is 
only because we are accustomed to alco- 
hol that we tolerate it. We do not allow 
drugs like cocaine to be advertised on 
every highway. Yet the appetite for 
alcohol is no more natural than that for 
cocaine. No one is born with a taste 
for it. But the incorporated business, de- 
manding dividends, goes on grinding out 
its victims year after year. 

Shall the Church weakly agree that 
even in God’s strength she dare not at- 
tack evil when it is incorporated? The 
Church has been God’s instrument be- 
fore now in pleading the rights of man 
against man’s exploiters. Let the 
Church again be the sworn enemy of 
Cancers, Incorporated!—Presbyterian of 
the South.

MENACE OF THE UNCONSECRAT- 
ED LIFE 
For long years it was the practice 
among farmers to keep what in Scotland 
was called “the goodman’s croft.” R. W. 
Chambers has told us that it was the 
custom up to nearly three hundred years 
ago, to keep a bit of the field unculti- 
vated. It was an acknowledgment of the 
malign forces of the world, allowing them 
to have a bit of the land for themselves, 
so that they would not injure the grow- 
ing crops, or tamper with the rest of 
the field. This particular superstition 
was discouraged by the Synods of the 
Church; they passed resolutions urging 
the farmers to depart from the practice. 
Ministers preached against it, but the 
custom continued through long years. 
That little bit of uncultivated field be- 
came the seed-bed of wild thorns, briars, 
thistles, nettles and dandelions, and was 
a menace to the rest, the wind scattering 
the evil seed from this uncultivated plot. 
It is possible for us to allow a reserva- 
tion like this in our lives. One little bit 
of life unconsecrated will menace all the 
rest. It gives evil its chance. The only 
safety lies in being altogether Christ’s. 
When He owns the whole life, and the 
whole of everything in the life, that is 
our best defense against life’s unguarded 
hours—Johp Macbeath.

ing abundantly above all that we ask or 
think, according to the power that work- 
eth in us” (Eph. 3:20), becomes the sing- 
ing testimony of all those who have 
placed their all, by faith, in Him who 
raised Jesus from the dead. 

“But 
now is Christ risen from the dead, and 
become the firstfruits of them that slept.

For as in Adam all die, even so in Christ | 


shall all be made alive. But every man in 
his own order: Christ the firstfruits; af- 
terward they that are Christ’s at his com- 
ing. Then cometh the end, when he shall 
have delivered up the kingdom to God, 
even the Father; when he shall have put 
down all rule and all authority and pow- 
er. For he must reign, till he hath put 
all enemies under his feet. The last 
enemy that shall be destroyed is death” 
(1 Cor. 15:20-25).

GENEALOGY OF JESUS 
J.M.G., Chicago, Ill. 

Question: Since the Gospel of Mat- 
thew traces the genealogy of Joseph, and 
Luke’s genealogy does not mention Mary, 
how can Jesus be proved to be a son of 
David? 

Answer: Since all legal right and 
heirship would be invested in Joseph as 
head of the family, the legal connection 
of the Lord Jesus Christ with David 
could be established this way. According 
to every human law, Jesus would be reck- 
oned legally as Joseph’s son. No other 
father could be found or was known. 
There are many, however, who make a 
strong case for Luke’s genealogy as that 
of Mary. If so, this would doubly estab- 
lish the claim of Jesus to be son of 
David. Matthew’s special concern is 
to trace the descent through the royal 
line and emphasize the kingdom. Luke, 
sometimes called the woman’s Gospel— 
and certainly it may be called Mary’s 
Gospel in the opening chapters—traces 
back to Adam, the father of the race. 
This is especially appropriate in con- 
nection with Genesis 3:15, the first great 
promise of a Seed and redemption 
through the woman. As tracing Mary’s 
descent, Luke’s genealogy would certainly 
dispose of some difficulties attending the 
theory which makes them both Joseph's, 
for instance, that of descent through 
Jeconiah (Jer. 22:30). There is a very 
early tradition of Mary’s Davidic origin, 
and there is a reference in the Talmud 
to Mary as daughter of Heli. Perhaps 
it is significant also that Mary herself 
should go to Bethlehem, David’s birth- 
place, to register. But even if Luke’s 
genealogy were also that of Joseph (from 
a different standpoint), there is evidence 
in the New Testament that Mary was 
descended from David. In Luke 1:32, 
the angel declares that Mary’s son would 
be given “the throne of his father David.” 
Peter says in Acts 2:30, that Jesus is the 
fruit of David’s loins to sit upon his 
throne. And besides the numerous ref- 
erences to the Lord Jesus in the Gospels 
as son of David, there is the strong 
statement of Paul, in Romans 1:3, “born 
of the seed of David according to the 
flesh.”

THE VIRGIN BIRTH 
N.M.C., Chicago, Iil. 

Question: Can the Hebrew word 
translated “virgin” in Isaiah 7:14 have 
some other meaning? 

Answer: There are those who seek 
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to translate the Hebrew word alma as a 
young woman or a young married woman. 
The word undoubtedly means virgin in 
such passages as Exodus 2:8 and Genesis 
24:43 (cf. Gen. 24:43 and 24:16). In other 
places it is certainly most likely. To quote 
that great scholar, the late Prof. Robert 
Dick Wilson, “None of the ancient lan- 
guages or versions give any evidence to 
show that alma ever meant a young mar- 
ried woman.” The ancient versions “ren- 
der the word both in Isaiah 7:14 and 
Matthew 1:23 by the best word for ‘vir- 
gin’ which they possess.” The Septuagint 
version of the Old Testament, written by 
Jewish scholars, renders the Hebrew alma 
by the Greek word parthenos. For the 
significance of this word see Matthew 
1:23; Luke 1:27; Matthew 25:11; Acts 
21:9; I Corinthians 7:25, 28, and espe- 
cially 34; II Corinthians 11:2 and Revela- 
tion 14:4. In this connection it is not 
difficult to understand why three ancient 
translators of the Bible who were 
renegades from Christianity felt that 
they had to use another Greek word to 
translate the alma of Isaiah 7:14. 

However, it is not so much the etymol- 
ogy of the word as its use which is most 
significant. The word for “sign” and the 
description of the child to be born both 
here and in Isaiah 9:6 demand something 
extraordinary, and the idea of a “virgin 
birth” was certainly a current one in the 
East at that time and must no doubt 
have been in the mind of Isaiah.

JACOB AND LABAN 
M.1.M., Niagara Falls, N.Y. 


Question: Please explain Genesis 
30:28-42, particularly verses 38, 39. 


Answer: Jacob now desired to re- 
turn to his own home and to set up his 
own household (vv. 25, 26). Laban, real- 
izing that Jacob’s presence, ability and 

~ faithfulness had brought him great pros- 
perity, desired Jacob to remain (vv. 
27-30). Jacob agreed, and verses 31-36 
set forth the wages or terms on which 
he consented to remain. His hire was 
to be all the spotted and speckled among 
Laban’s flocks. Laban’s quick agreement 
to this shows that he considered these 
terms moderate and reveals his desire 
still to get the best of Jacob. Verses 37- 
42 describe the stratagem by which Jacob 
increased both the number and quality 
of the spotted and speckled sheep and 
cattle which were to be his. The device 
mentioned in verses 38, 39, that is, the 
placing of streaked rods in front of the 
cattle at watering time, is well known in 
the Orient and elsewhere. It was de- 
signed to fix their attention and so to 
affect the markings and colorings of the 
young about to be born. This appears to 
be dishonest, but, in the first place, Jacob 


had been tricked and deceived by Laban 
(31:5-7, 41-43) ; and, in the second place, 
Jacob appears to have had some justifi- 
cation for this practice (31:9-12) in the 
suggestion of the angel who appeared to 
him.

THE TITHE IN OLD TESTAMENT 
E.N., Chariton, Iowa 

Question: How many tithes were the 
Israelites of ancient times required to 
give, and what portion of income would 
this represent? 


Answer: The matter of tithing in 
the Old Testament is somewhat involved 
in obscurity. There is a division of 
opinion among scholars, both Jewish and 
Christian, ancient and modern, as to the 
number and nature of tithes to be 
offered. The rabbis believed that two 
tithes were to be taken each year except 
the seventh year. There was the first 
tithe each year; a second additional tithe 
in the first, second, fourth and fifth 
years; and the third tithe in the third 
and sixth years. Balance of opinion, 
however, is in favor of the first and 
second tithe every year except the sev- 
enth and the third tithe on top of these 
in the third and sixth years. The first 
tithe was given outright to the Levites 
(Num. 18:21-24). But the second tithe, 
it must be remembered, was consumed 
by the givers themselves at the stated 
festivals in Jerusalem (Deut. 14:22-27; 
12:6, 7). However, there were other de- 
mands beside the tithes. Gleanings of 
tree and field were to be purposely left 
for the poor, amounting to at least a 
sixtieth part (Lev. 19:9, 10) There were 
also certain firstfruits and the first born 
(Num. 18:16, 17); the fixed half-shekel 
of redemption (Exod. 30:11-14); the first 
bearing of every newly-planted tree (Lev. 
19:23, 24); free will offerings (Deut. 16: 
10, 11, 16, 17); and besides all this, 
charities (Deut. 15:7, 8,10). It has been 
estimated that the offerings of a liberal 
Israelite might amount to as much as 
one-fourth of all his income, or more. 
In a theocracy, however, with the bless- 
ings attendant upon joyful obedience, and 
with little or no taxes, this was no hard- 
ship.

SALVATION AND BAPTISM 
H.J.S., Chicago, Iil. 
Question: Does Mark 16:16 teach 
the necessity of baptism for salvation? 


Answer: The Scriptures, both Old 
and New Testaments, uniformly teach 
that salvation is by grace alone, through 
faith, without any ordinance or accom- 
panying act on the part of man (Ps. 32: 
1, 2; Ps. 51; Isa. 40: 6, 7; 64:6; Rom.° 
5:1; Eph. 2:8, 9; Titus 3:4-7, etc.). The 
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emphasis in Mark 16:16 is on belief and 
not on baptism. Belief and unbelief are 
the leading ideas together with the re- 
sult of each, and they are contrasted 
here. The very omission of the word 
baptize in connection with the one who 
disbelieveth would indicate that baptism 
is not essential to salvation. It is not 
the one who disbelieveth and is not 
baptized, who is condemned, but simply 
the one who “disbelieveth.” The un- 
believer is condemned whether baptized 
or not. The true believer naturally is 
baptized as the outward seal and token 
of his faith, and it is therefore men- 
tioned in his case. As great and con- 
servative a scholar as the late Dr. A. T. 
Robertson considers this whole passage 
as questionable. It would therefore be 
a precarious foundation on which to build 
a doctrine which finds no support else- 
where in the Scriptures.

THE CHRISTIAN AND WAR 
H.C.D., Walton, Iowa 

Question: Is it wrong for a devout 
Christian to participate in the war by 
the making of munitions? What is a 
Christian’s place in the war? 

Answer: It must be stated that the 
making of munitions is as much a part 
of the business of war as is actual waging 
on the battle front. For that matter, so 
is even the paying of taxes. The objector, 
conscientious or otherwise, is inconsistent 
in this respect. War today is total. It is 
not possible to avoid participation in it 
to some extent and in a government such 
as ours, we all thus share its responsibil- 
ity. Refusal to participate would mean 
an open invitation to our enemies to 
walk in and possess our country and our 
persons, to crush all liberty of conscience 
and the gospel, and to blot out the light 
of testimony. It should be clear enough 
from the Scriptures that the Christian 
is also a member of the nation to which 
he belongs as well as a member of the 
body of Christ. Surely Paul would not 
otherwise have commanded submission 
to such authority (Rom. 13:1-7; Titus 
3:1; I Pet. 2:13-15); nor to pray for it 
(I Tim. 2:1-3). Protection from terror 
and lawlessness is still afforded by such 
authority. If we are not willing to sub- 
mit to this authority for good (Rom. 
13:3), we have no right to enjoy its pro- 
tection and its privileges. Paul did not 
hesitate to claim the protection of Roman 
citizenship (Acts 16:37; 22:25), and there 
is a sense in which Rome’s power also 
provided a path for the gospel. We have 
a responsibility to the nation as individ- 
ual Christians. A soldier was praised by 
the Lord Jesus Himself for his piety 
(Matt. 8:5-10; also Acts 10:1-6); and 
many prominent soldiers today are de- 
vout Christians.

THE MANIFESTATION OF GOD’S 
GLORY 


R. R. E., Howard Lake, Minn. 


Question: Is it possible that the 
word translated “back parts” in Exodus 
33:23 could be also translated “Anoth- 
er”? 

Answer: The word translated “back 
parts” in Exodus 33:23, or “back” in the 
Revised Version, occurs some forty-one 
times in the Old Testament and is trans- 
lated “backward,” “behind,” “without” as 
distinguished from “within”; also “here- 
after,” as in Isaiah 41:23. The root from 
which it is derived means generally to 
be behind, but also to come after. The 
word “Another” could therefore be de- 
rived from this root in the sense of that 
which comes after. It is possible in this 
connection to think of the manifestation 
of God’s glory to Moses in terms of 
Christ. 

No man can see God in His real es- 
sence, for no man can see God and live, 
and no man hath seen God at any time. 
Man can see only a manifestation of 
God. Moses saw at best, only a faint 
reflection, or appearance, of that un- 
speakable glory, and even the reflection 
on his face was too much for the chil- 
dren of Israel. 

There were various Theophanies or 
Christophanies in the Old Testament. 
John (12:41) tells us it was the glory 
of Christ that Isaiah saw in his great 
“inaugural” vision. The disciples seeing 
the glory of the transfigured Lord on 
the mount were overcome; and Christ 
was the “brightness [or effulgence, R.V.] 
of his glory” (Heb. 1:3). God had al- 
ready promised Moses the Angel of His 
presence to go with Him. This was the 
+ Angel of the presence of whom God had 
said, “My name is in him.” While, then, 
literally the word is used of God in an 
anthropomorphic sense to signify the 
“afterglow of the divine radiance,” the 
reflection of the essential glory of God, 
these other considerations might justify 
the thought of Christ here as this mani- 
festation—a glimpse of the great truth 
that God would yet reveal His glory and 
purpose of love through Someone to 
come.

as the truth of God. And so he did. Dr. 
Pierson and the writer were frequently 
together in conferences in Boston, Brook- 
lyn, Detroit, Hamilton, Ont., etc. I heard 
him often bear an eloquent testimony to 
the hope of the Lord’s coming. 

In 1883 the brethren, who by now had 
secured quite a constituency, met for the 
first time at Niagara-on-the-Lake, Ont. 
This charming place is located some four- 
teen miles below the great falls of the 
Niagara River. It became from then on 
their permanent meeting place. Without 
any blare of trumpets, or of claims of 
greatness, or statement, as is done so 
often, of being the foremost Bible teach- 
ers of the world, they adhered to the sim- 
ple designation of “Believers Meeting for 
Bible Study.” Here they met every year 
from 1883 to 1897. The leading teachers 
were James H. Brookes, of St. Louis, Mo., 
pastor and editor of The Truth; A. J. 
Gordon, Clarendon Street Baptist 
Church, Boston, Mass., editor of The 
Watchword; W. J. Erdman; Albert 
Erdman; George C. Needham; A. C. 
Dixon; L. W. Munhall, of Philadelphia; 
H. M. Parsons; Canon Howitt; E. P. 
Marvin; Hudson Taylor, China Inland 
Mission; J. M. Stifler; Robert Cameron; 
W. H. Moorehead; Arthur T. Pierson, and 
others. Dr. Scofield also appeared on the 
program and some of his addresses were 
printed in the conference reports. 

In 1898 the conference, widely known 
now as the “Niagara Bible Conference; 
Believers Meeting for Bible Study,” 
abandoned Niagara-on-the-Lake and met 
instead at Point Chautauqua at the 
northern end of the lake near Jamestown, 
N.Y. The writer accepted an invitation 
and gave four addresses and Bible studies. 
He was well acquainted with the teachers 
present, for he had met with most of 
them for several years in Bible confer- 
ences in different parts of the country. 

The next and final meeting of these 
brethren was held at Asbury Park, NJ. 
The attendance was rather small. In 
these final meetings two brethren were 
greatly missed, Dr. Brookes and Dr. 
Gordon, both of whom had been called 
Home. Dr. Brookes was especially missed 
and his departure was quite a factor in 
terminating the conferences. But there 
was @ more important reason, about 
which we shall hear later.

THE VALUE OF THE CHURCH TO 
THE SOCIAL ORDER 
Matthew 5:13-16; Mark 12:13-17; 
I Peter 2:13-17 
Golden Text: Ye are the salt of 
the earth... . Ye are the light of 
the world.—Matthew 5:13, 14. 
OCIAL and political leaders have in 
the Church the strongest influence 
for good in all the world. One marvels 
that those who profess to seek the best 
for humanity, who try every kind of social 
experiment, who labor with every ex- 
pedient of man, fail to see and use in full 
measure the power of Christianity. Per- 
haps the explanation is that some of 
these leaders are themselves unsaved 
men, who do not understand spiritual 
things, and are not willing to give God 
the glory. Perhaps in the case of oth- 
ers it is because of ignorance or lack of 
contact with the Church. 

Whatever the reason, the situation 
should be remedied. America could solve 
her problems, both social and political, 
by a nation-wide revival of true Chris- 
tianity, with the accompanying salvation 
of thousands of unconverted. If we can- 
not have that, let us not fail to have a 
revival in our own hearts, our own 
churches, our neighborhoods or commu- 
nities. 

We find in our lesson that the Church 
is: 


I. A Powerful Influence for Moral 
Good (Matt. 5:13-16). 

Salt in the midst of corruption, light 
in a world of unbelievable darkness— 
what striking and meaningful figures 
with which to describe the Christian. 


Believers are the “salt of the earth” be- 
cause they draw their savor from God 
Himself. The Christian Church, by God’s 
own statement, is His own powerful anti- 
septic which preserves the social order 
from falling into the moral decay which 
sometimes seems imminent. It should, 
therefore, be honored and encouraged by 
that society which it serves. “For this 
purpose Christianity must be genuine. 
The salt which has lost its savor is 
Christianity which is only worldliness un- 
der another name” (Dummelow). It is 
“good for nothing.” Our Lord said so! 


Christians are the “light of the world,” 
and it is the essential nature of light to 
shine. The darker its surroundings the 
more marked its brightness, and the more 
needed its illumination. The good works 
of Christians reflect the goodness of God, 
and so they glorify His worthy name. 
Brother, is your light burning brightly in 
this wicked world?

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II. A Stabilizing Element in So- 
ciety (Mark 12:13-17). 

The world is in social ferment, and our 
own country has its share of “isms” and 
social theories calling men to follow, ask- 
ing their loyalty, making them Utopian 
promises without foundation. 

Alert and intelligent Americans are 
concerned about these clamorous voices, 
many of which are quite properly sus- 
pected of having purposes far from bene- 
ficial to our American way of life, or to 
democracy itself. Yet they dare not op- 
pose them lest there be the cry of de- 
nial of freedom of speech, etc. 

What can we do to meet them? Here is 
the answer: Preach Christ. Bring men 
to a saving knowledge of Him and to a 
godly way of living. For the Christian 
is directed by Christ Himself to “render 
unto Caesar the things that are Caesar’s” 
—and they do it too, because they have 
first rendered “to God the things that 
are God’s.” 

A spiritual revival of Christianity is 
(yes, we say it again!) the real answer 
to our country’s problems. Our leaders 
ought to offer the Church every possible 
encouragement. 


III. A Loyal Example of Good Citi- 
zenship (If Pet. 2:13-17). 

The highest measure of loyalty to coun- 
try is the Christian standard here stated. 
In Romans 13:1-10 we learn that all au- 
thority comes from God and that the 
power of rulers is to be recognized as His 
gift. That means that true rulers will 
submit to Him in every detail of their 
government, seeking to know and to do 
His will. 

However, the Christian gives loyal 
obedience to the “powers that be” even 
though they may not recognize the source 
of their power. This is subject only to the 
limitation that they may not demand that 
we do those things that dishonor God’s 
name. Since their only real power to rule 
-comes from Him, they have no authority 
to tell anyone to do that which is against 
His holy will. When that happens, the 
Higher Authority takes over and our loy- 
alty must be to Him, the King of kings. 
The Christian then will be the best citi- 
zen, eager to do what king or country 
may ask, in order thus to bear a good 
testimony and to close the mouth of 
foolish critics of the Church. 

The history of our country and of oth- 
er lands reveals the names of many il- 
lustrious Christian patriots, and the roll 
of honor of those who loved and served 
their country well in the humble and 
difficult places, would bear its hundreds 
of thousands of names which are found 
also on the roll of the Church. . . 

Christians, let us be earnest and in- 
telligent followers of Christ, whose lives 
count for moral uprightness, who steady 
the land in times of social confusion, and

but it should be more than that; it should 
be the purpose of every Christian citizen.

THE BIRTH OF JESUS 
Luke 2:8-20 
Golden Text: Thou shalt call his 
name Jesus: for he shall save his 
people from their sins—Matthew 
1:21, 
OW shall we keep Christmas this 
year of our Lord 1942? That is a 
question which is pressed home to all of 
us by trying circumstances, growing 
wickedness—yes, by countless things 
which try to tell us that there just is not 
any use to try to keep Christmas as 
usual this year. 

Well, then let’s make it unusual! Let’s 
have it more genuinely Christmas-like 
than ever. That’s what we and this 
weary world need. The way to do it is to 
make this more than ever a Christmas 
centering in Christ. Doing that will 
mean that this year we will: 


I. Keep Christmas With Joy (vv. 8- 

“Merry Christmas” may sound a little 
flat and empty this year, for there may 
be little to create merriment. “We wish 
you happiness at Christmas!” will prob- 
ably not fit very well, because happiness 
depends on what happens—and a good 
many of the wrong kind of things have 
happened to most (perhaps all) of us. 

But joy—that is quite another matter. 
We do not tire of the reminder that joy 
is something which God gives in the 
heart and which goes so far down into 
the depths of man’s soul that the sur- 
face tempests of life cannot disturb it. 
Remember Paul who was “sorrowful” on 
the surface “yet ever rejoicing” in heart 
(II Cor. 6:10). 

The ground of our Christmas joy is 
the good tidings of Christ’s coming. That 
has always been the real heart of Christ- 
mas joy, but often it has been obscured 
by tinsel and trimmings. This year let’s 
get back to essentials. 

And let it be said that this does not 
mean that we are going to omit all the 
precious little customs and pleasantries 
which have had their innocent part in 
making this a holiday season. No in- 
deed; let us have them all, or as many as 
we can, but make the heart of it all 
Christian joy. 


II. Keep Christmas With Assur- 
ance (vv. 11-14). 

With so many other things (many of 
which we had foolishly regarded as per- 
manent and sure) failing us, it is a de- 
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and we have it this Christmas. Christ 
the Saviour has come! 

Not only do we know that He was 
born, lo these many years ago, as the 
Babe in the manger in Bethlehem town, 
but we known that He still lives! He 
was born, died for our sins, was raised 
for our justification, ever lives to in- 
tercede for us, and He is one day to 
come again. The evidence for all this is 
plentiful and satisfying, and gives us 
abundant ground for the keeping of 
Christmas even this year, in assurance. 

Does it not make you, fellow Christian, 
feel that you simply must join the mul- 
titude of the heavenly host “praising God, 
and saying, 


“Glory to God in the highest, 
And on earth peace, 
Good will toward men!” 


If it does, why not sing it out for His 
glory and for the good of men all round 
about? Peace and good-will may be 
words which have lost their meaning in 
the speech of men, but they are still 
in the vocabulary of God—yes, and of 
God’s people. 

This thought leads us to our third 
point. We have joy and assurance in 
order that we may 


III. Keep Christmas as a Testi- 
mony (vv. 15-20). 

Having found the Christ, the shepherds 
“made known abroad” (v. 17) the good 
news. They returned “glorifying and 
praising God” (v. 20). 

They, too, lived in a time of great 
darkness. They were part of the people 
of whom the prophet said: “The people 
that walked in darkness have seen a great 
light: they that dwell in the land of the 
shadow of death, upon them hath the 
light shined” (Isa. 9:2). That light was 
Christ, the “light of the world.” 

There could be no more appropriate 
time to testify to the world, whose lights 
have failed, that we keep Christmas be- 
cause it tells of the coming into this 
world of the unfailing Light, the One 
who said of Himself: “I am the light of 
the world” (John 9:5). 

Some day, if Christ should tarry, the 
world will return to a measure of sanity. 
One of the realities it will face is that 
the temporal and material is transitory; 
that a dependence on it is certain to 
disappoint. The spiritual and the eternal 
will then have new opportunity to com- 
mend itself to the hearts of men. That 
is why we want to keep Christmas this 
year as a ringing, joyous testimony to 
our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. 

The writer of these notes does not 
often hear from his readers, scattered all 
over the continent (yes, and in foreign 
lands), but he counts them all as his 
friends. He prays for them, and counts 
it a joy to serve them through these 
lessons. So, since they are his friends, 
he says to every one of them who sees 
these lines, “May God make this a blessed 
Christmas. Through the clouds of try- 
ing circumstances may you see His face. 
Above the noisy clamor of this world may 
you hear the angel’s song. And may the 
joy of the Lord fill your soul this Christ- 
mas Day!”

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DYNAMIC CHRISTIAN LIVING 
Romans 12:1-3, 9-21 


Golden Text: Be not overcome of 
evil, but overcome evil with good. 
—Romans 12:21. 


YNAMIC—there is a word with an 

attraction for both young and old. 
It speaks of power, but not just brute 
force. There is personality with its 
winsomeness, challenge, accomplishment, 
all-around attractiveness and usefulness 
as the essential element of this kind of 
power. 

It may surprise some of us to hear that 
this is the kind of life every Christian 
may, and ought, to live, by the grace of 
God. Not that each one will have the 
gifts of leadership, or the personal quali- 
fications which mark some for places of 
public service, but that each may have 
divine power working in and through his 
life. As Dr. Wilbur Smith puts it, “We 
are the only people in the world who 
claim to have within us the Spirit of 
God, who claim to be saved from the 
power of sin by the Son of God. The 
world will know of the reality of such 
claims only by the kind of life we live 
in the world.” 

Such a life can be lived only as God’s 
power is able to flow through a sur- 
rendered life. This must begin in the in- 
dividual, and in the depth of his own 
heart. Then it will appear in his rela- 
tionship to his brethren in the church, 
and ultimately in his life in the world. 


I. In the Heart (vv. 1-3). 

It is only the believer who is ready to 
serve God. The unregenerate man needs 
cleansing, not consecration. Having that, 
he is ready for the transforming work of 
God which will bring him out into a place 
of freedom and spiritual strength. Notice 
that this is brought about by an act of 
the will. We are to present ourselves in a 
living sacrifice. That is our part, God will 
respond in blessing. 

Conformity to this world (v. 2) is the 
blight on the church and on the individ- 
ual believer which so hampers the work 
of Christ in the world today. The worldly 
Christian is an anomaly. There should 
be no such thing, but alas, their number 
is legion and their deadening influence 
like a wet blanket in the church. 

The call then is for non-conformity to 
the world and surrender to the trans- 
forming grace of God. Then there will 
be both true humility (v. 3) and full con- 
fidence in God’s power. 


II. In the Church (vv. 9-16). 

The dynamic living of the Christian 
is not something to be paraded before 
the world, a thing of which we may be 
proud. It begins, as we have seen, in the 
heart, and then gives itself in gracious, 
affectionate, earnest living within the cir- 
cle of believers. 

Here we note that being dynamic does 
not mean only being a “live wire.” It may 
express itself in quietness which is gra- 
ciously powerful; in goodness which over- 
comes evil; in love which weeps with the 
sorrowing; or in humility which is willing 
to touch the lowly. 

These verses are full to overflowing 
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with the kind of instruction which, if 
heeded, would make the followship of 
the church well nigh heavenly. For ex- 
ample, “in honor preferring one another” 
would put an end to church “fights”’— 
blessed thought! If all were “fervent in 
spirit, serving the Lord” there would be 
no problem about getting the work of the 
church and Sunday school done, and done 
well. 

If Christians were “patient in tribula- 
tion,” would continue “instant in prayer,” 
and rejoice “in hope,” we would at once 
be free from complainers, and weak or 
unhappy church members. Instead of 
serving as a nurse to spiritual babes, the 
preacher could give himself to construc- 
tive work for Christ and the church. 

We could go on, but the teaching of the 
Word is so plain that what we need to 
do is to practice it. No matter what 
others may do, why not make your life 
what it ought to be? Then others will see 
some real Christianity and desire some 
divine “dynamite” in their own lives. 


III. In the World (vv. 17-21). 

“Take thought,” that is, plan to have 
“things honest in the sight of all men.” 
Bishop Moule’s comment is particularly 
acute. He says the Christian “is to be 
nobly indifferent to the world’s thought 
and word when he is sure that God and 
the world antagonize. But he is to be 
seriously attentive to the world’s observa- 
tion, where the world more or less ac- 
quainted with the Christian precept or 
principle, and more or less conscious of 
its truth and right, is watching, mali- 
ciously, or it may be wistfully, to see if it 
governs the Christian practice.” 

How then does the Christian behave 
toward the world? He does not return 
evil for evil. How often Christians have 
failed at that point, becoming involved 
in a “blow for blow” conflict with some 
worldly man or institution. How much 
better to “live peaceably with all men” 
as far as it is possible to do so. 

The Christian is not to seek revenge. 
The injustice suffered may be confidently 
left in the hand of God. He will make it 
right in due season and in His own way. 
He will judge righteously, where we might 
be prejudiced. We might be too severe; 
He will be fair. The way to deal with 
such situations is by the “coals of fire” 
method (v. 20). It really works. We ought 
to use it more frequently. 

Verse 21 sums up the whole matter. 
Instead of letting the evil of this world 
get the best of him, the Christian will 
“overcome evil with good.” It seems just 
now that such a plan does not work, that 
evil has taken the upper hand, but let us 
wait a bit. The final accounting has not 
yet been made. 

We need dynamic Christians today. 
Some will be of the energetic, “live-wire” 
type, and we thank God for everyone of 
them. They help and encourage us. 
Others will be of the quiet kind, possibly 
hidden away in some obscure corner of 
the world, but nonetheless powerful for 
God. They are an immeasurable blessing 
for which we thank God. But the point 
is, let us have more such divinely em- 
powered Christians—many of them and 
everywhere.

THE GLORY OF THE SON OF GOD 
John 1:1-14 
Golden Text: And the Word was 
made flesh, and dwelt among us 
(and we beheld his glory, the glory 
as of the only begotten of the 
Father), full of grace and truth.— 
John 1:14. 


NEW YEAR! It brings a thrill to 

our hearts, for even in this year 
of our Lord 1943 we may look forward 
with expectancy to God’s blessing upon 
us and be hopeful that better things are 
ahead. Yet we do so with a sense of 
sadness as we realize that our world is 
so far from God, and with a deep feeling 
of responsibility for our life and testi- 
mony in the coming months. 

There could be no better way to begin 
any year—and certainly not this year— 
than by the study of God’s Word. This 
should be done in the home and in the 
church, but may we suggest that this is 
an especially good time to enter into the 
fellowship of your local Sunday school. 

Were we to select a Scripture portion 
with which to start the year we could 
not find a finer one than the Gospel ac- 
cording to John, which we are to study 
together for the next three months. 
“The Gospel according to John is the 
most original, the most important, the 
most influential book in all literature. 
It is as simple as a child and sublime 
as a seraph, gentle as a lamb and bold 
as an eagle, deep as the seas and high 
as the heavens” (Schaff). It is one of 
the profoundest and yet most precious 
books of the Bible. Don’t miss a single 
Sunday for the next three months! 

The purpose of the Gospel is stated in 
20:31 as being “that ye might believe 
that Jesus is the Christ, the Son of God; 
and that believing ye might have life 
through his name.” This first lesson of 
the series reveals the glory of Christ. 


I. In the Beginning—the Living 
Word (vv. 1-3). 

God reveals Himself to man. As the 
word is the express image of the thought, 
so in an infinitely greater sense Christ, 
the Living Word, is the express image 
of God (see Heb. 1:1-3). 

In “the beginning,” spoken of in 
Genesis 1:1, Jesus Christ already “was” 
(v. 1); and He not only “was with God,” 
but He Himself “was God.” He, the Liv- 
ing Word, the complete and final revela- 
tion of God as both Creator and Re- 
deemer, was the infinite and eternal God. 
He came to bring to man the reassuring 
message of God’s redeeming love. 

The profound depth of these verses is 
beyond the deepest thinker, but their 
glorious message of redemption is simple 
enough for the understanding of the 
youngest child. We may receive truth 
which we cannot fully understand and be 
blessed by it. 


II. In the World—the True Light 
(vv. 4-11). 

He is both the life and the light of 
men. In fact, His life was the light that 
shined (yes, and still shines) in the 
darkness of this world revealing God’s 
love.

WEEK SERVICE 
A Symposium 
III 

1. Choose a leader who will give much 
time in prayer and preparation. 

2. Have subject announced beforehand, 
say, a week in advance. 

3. Begin the meeting with songs care- 
fully selected, suitable for the subject. 

4. Pray unitedly for God’s guidance 
and blessing on the service and the guid- 
ance of the Holy Spirit as the unseen 
Teacher. 

5. Make the service pre-eminently a 
prayer meeting, with Bible exposition, 
choosing suitable Scripture for the occa- 
sion. Invite and encourage prayer re- 
quests. Plan not to have the pastor or 
leader give a “lecture” or extended re- 
marks, which often spoil the spirit and 
purpose of the meeting. 

6. Expect every member to take some 
part and give opportunity for the same. 
Encourage the younger people. 

7. Make the group a working group. 
Every one a witness. Invite and bring 
others to enjoy the service.—I. S. Cald- 
well, pastor M.P. Church, Belvidere, Il. 


IV 

Even though it be the most fragile 
plant in our garden of Christian work, 
the midweek service responds amazingly 
well to hard work and persistent cultiva- 
tion. 

1. Plan the Service. Far too often the 
minister (and the people) will be found 
saying, “Oh, tonight is prayer meeting 
night. I had almost forgotten.” If the 
leader does not know beforehand what 
he is going to do, let him not expect the 
people to care much about it. Take care 
to insert a different, refreshing note into 
the order of service. No one angle of 
approach to spiritual things can long 
retain its appeal. 

2. Promote the Desired Spirit. Create 
by your own attitude and announcements 
the idea that the midweek meeting pro- 
vides a type of fellowship and spiritual 
help not offered by any other service. 
Make the people to feel deeply on the 
subject of prayer; help them to know that 
here they can actually transact business 
with God, as at no other time. 

3. Pray . .. Seriously. The midweek 
service has too long been tagged by 
stereotyped petitions that have little or 
no point except to fill in time and to tell 
the Almighty what He already knows. 
The conversion of Charles G. Finney was 
hindered for a while by his observation 
that people in his home town prayer 
meeting never expected to have their 
prayers answered. Later, he said to his 
students, “If the people do not know what 
they are praying for, let them go home.” 
By all means, let us have definite and 
varied requests, and expect definite an- 
swers! People are still interested in re- 
sults—Robert A. Cook, pastor First Bap- 
tist Church, LaSalle, Tl.

CTOBER I was a great day at Crys- 

tal, N.M., ninety miles from Gallop 
at the mouth of Cottonwood Pass,” writes 
James R. (Railroad Jim) Smith. This is 
on the great Navajo reservation of thir- 
teen million acres where some fifty thou- 
sands Navajos tend their flocks of sheep 
and goats, and speak one of the most 
difficult languages in the world. On this 
day the first Navajo Indian church was 
dedicated. It is called the “First Navajo 
Independent Church.” Missionaries of the 
Christian Reformed, Presbyterian, Epis- 
copalian and Baptist denominations were 
gathered together with several hundred 
Indians, for the occasion. The beautiful 
structure of hewn logs was erected en- 
tirely by Indian help. The services are 
conducted by the church’s eight Indian 
elders, five of whom do not speak English. 
For this reason the dedication service 
was conducted in both English and 
Navajo with interpreters. Alfred Hardy, 
of the United States Indian Service, pre- 
sided. The meeting was opened by sing- 
ing “Jesus Saves.” Songs were sung in 
English and Navajo, and an Indian sex- 


tet closed the service by singing “Take 
the Name of Jesus With You.” Two or- 
dained elders and evangelists, Tsehe 
Notah, of Window Rock, and Rodger 
Davis, of Indian Wells, gave messages. 
Mr. Hardy told how the church was or- 
ganized. Jacob R. Kamps and George 
Oppenhuisen of the Christian Reformed 
Church; James R. Smith, former pastor 
of the Presbyterian Church at Fort De- 
fiance, headquarters of the government 
for the Navajos; and Howard Clark, 
superintendent of the Navajo Mission 
and Training School at Window Rock, 
Ariz., gave the closing addresses. Mr. 
Smith writes, “This is a wonder of God’s 
grace. These Indians came from hea- 
thenism with a polytheistic religion, the 
principal god being the coyote who made 
the world, to a saving knowledge of Jesus 
Christ.” 

The Baptist Church of Paw Paw, Mich., 
called the George Dibble Party for a 
series of meetings the last two weeks in 
September. The power of the Holy Spirit 
was manifested in deep conviction in the 
hearts of the saved and unsaved. Many 
Christians bore testimonies to victories 
won, while others to their joy in a new 
found Saviour. From Paw Paw the party 
went to Marion, Ind., to the Grace Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, of which Earnest 
Megenity is pastor. The first week of the 
series was very discouraging, but by the 
second Sunday the crowds had increased 
and the presence and power of the Holy 
Spirit were evident. Each night of the 
second week the interest in the meetings 
deepened. Christians came out boldly for 
God as they faced the challenging truth

of His Word, and many became deeply 
burdened for the unsaved. In the young 
people’s meetings many who were pro- 
fessing Christians yielded their lives to 
Christ and several accepted Him as their 
Saviour.

It’s a long leap from the hills of Keswick 
to the streets of London, but the war is 
causing many long leaps, and many unusual 
things are being tried. The Keswick Con- 
ference has been held annually for far 
more than half a century, but never was its 


message more needed than in 1942. 
Probably with the idea of taking the con- 
ference to the people rather than expect- 
ing the people to journey to the conference, 
it was decided to convene in London.

FROM FIELDS AFAR 

Russell H. Glazier ’26, and family, 2408 
Fifty-third Street, S., St. Petersburg, 
Fla., were among the 600 missionaries 
from all over the Orient repatriated by 
Japan. Mr. Glazier’s service in occupied 
China made him an observer of Japan’s 
attitude toward conquered people, which 
consists of the application of economic 
pressure, flooding the territory with nar- 
cotics etc. In 1940 the Glaziers engaged 
in rescue work among these addicts, 
which was so blessed that University Hos- 
pital of Nanking, a united effort, made 
Mr. Glazier director of its Religious De- 
partment, and encouraged him to open 
a work for addicts on the lines followed 
at Yangchow, which placed direct reli- 
ance upon faith and prayer, minus the 
use of medicine. Now they are finding a 
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new field of service among the thousands 
of soldiers and others at St. Petersburg. 

S. Margaret Wallace ’37, has been a 
patient in Bremmersdorf Hospital in 
Swaziland, S. Africa, since May 1, suf- 
fering from an impaired heart and nerves 
complicated by the ravages of tropical 
parasites. As soon as she is able to leave 
the hospital, she is to begin a two- 
month’s holiday to recruit her strength. 

Gerald K. Troutman ’39, and Mrs. 
Troutman (Betty Shay ’38), are Sudan 
Interior missionaries located at Roni, via 
Box 14 Kano, Nigeria, W. Africa. ““We do 
not hear any war news up here, except 
twice a month,” they say. Their present 
responsibility is the care of lepers in two 
“walled compounds.” “They attend serv- 
ices every day, and are thus under the 
sound of the gospel for weeks, months, 
or even longer.”
